BUSINESS PARALYZED 


Chicago Suffering From the Effects 
of the Big Strike. 


THE SITUATION IS UNCHANGED. 


Vicinity 


Further Riotous Demonstra- 
tions by Strikers, 


CricaGco, July 2.--Business in Chicago 
is seriously paralyzed as the result of the 
present labor difficulties. Transfer bus!- 
ness on the Belt railway of Chicago is 
entirely blocked by the American Kail- 
way union. This business is freight in- 
terchange between all eastern and west- 
ern roads centering in Chicago, and so 
long as the Belt railway is tied up the 
interstate business between eastern and 
western lines cannot be moved. 

It is absolutely necessary that this 
channel of interchange of interstate busi- 
ness should be open, otherwise the roads 
that use it for their transfer must con 
tinue to be paralyzed. 

A gang of- 30 strikers broke into the 
Panhandle switch tower at West Pull- 
man yesterday afternoon, and with abu- 
sive epithets chased the telegraph opera 
tor out of it, and threatened to kill him if 
he ever returned. 

A mob of 400 men gathered at Riverdale 
with the avowed intention of making an 
assault on train No. 21, carrying mail and 
a Pullman sleeper and dining car. 
Sixty-five United States deputy marshals 
have been stationed at Riverdale crossing. 
The Illinois Central trains have been 
coming through without interference, but 
one of their trains was stopped near Har- 
vey and held about an hour. Deputy 
marshals boarded train No. 21 at Bolton, 
but no attempt was made on the part of 
the mobto commit any overt act, the 
strikers being overawed by the large force 
of deputy sheriffs and marshals.

Passenger trains are 
now running through to Grand Junction 
and Denver. Train No. 906, which was 
held up at Grand Junction Saturday, left 
there at 6:40 p. m. yesterday witb Pall- 
mans, and the men at that point have all 
returned to work.

There is now no obstruction to 
moving trains, freight or passenger, on 
the Atlantic and Pacific. The Southern 
California railway is still tied up. 

On the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy, passenger service in Chicago is 
intact, and no trouble is anticipated. 
Everything is quiet along the line and at 
outside points. 

The Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific 
has posted a bulletin announcing all 
trains abandoned until further notice. 
This is done for the reason that the road is 
blocked with freight and is full of derailed 
switches from here south, and the strik- 
ers are in au ugly mood. The general 
manager of the Rock Island says: **We 
shall open our road justas quick as we 
can get men to operate it, and afford those 
men protection.” 

The Baltimore and Ohio attempted to 
start a freight, but the train now stands 
at South Chicago minus links and pins, 
which strikers have taken. The Michi- 
gan Central switchmen at Kensington 
Junction, at which point the Michigan 
Central strikes the Illinois Central to 
come into the city, were driven from their 
post by the mob. Considerable difficulty 
is experienced in getting trains past Ken- 
sipgton Junction, 

Wouldn't Come Out. 

The following message was sent to 
Fort Dodge and Cherokee, Ia: 

“To All Employes: All Chicago and 
Pacific lines have strack toenforce the 
Pullman boycott, Take same action and 
all men will be guaranteed full protec- 
tion, irrespective of organization. Form 
a committee and send the chairman's 
nametous. It is not necessary to have 
money at present. They can settle when 
they get it. E. V. Dress.”

“KE. V. Debs, Chicago—At a meeting of 
the engineers and firemen of the Cherokee 
division of the Illinois Central Railroad 
company, held at Cherokee, July 1, it was 
resolved that the engineers and firemen 
of this division have no grievance against 
said company. We have always been 
well treated by the company; when 
grievances existed we have had them ad- 
justed to our entire satisfaction. 

“We do not work for the Pullman 
company, and think this strike unjus st |

BY TOMORROW NIGHT 


The Senate Is Expected to Dispose of 
the Tariff Bill. 


HOUSE DECKS ARE KEPT CLEAR. 


No Set Speeches to Hamper 
the Tariff Question. 


WasHINGTON, July 2.—The senate today 
entered upon the 14th week of the tariff 
debate. 

It is expected that the final vote, previ- 
oustoreturning the bill to the house, 
will be taken before adjournment Tues- 
day night. There is no agreement to this 
effect, but Democratic fia Republican 
senators generally express the opinion 
that thiscan be accomplished. They say 
that the end could have been reached last 
week, but for the loss of two days—Mon- 
day and Saturday. 

The Democrats made an effort to secure 
an agreement to fix Tuesday as the day 
for the vote, whenthe arrangement was 
made on Friday for the Saturday boli- 
day. and would have succeeded but for 
the fact that the Republicans did not 
wish to put themselves in any way con- 
niving at the passage of a bill which they 
have strenuously epposed. There is, 
however, no disposition to longer post- 
pone final action on the bill, and Republi- 
can senators generally appear as anxious 
asthe Democrats to have the bill dis- 
posed ofintime to permit an adjourn- 
ment over the Fourth. 

There is still, however, a good deal of 
work to be accomplished before this stage 
can be reached, and it lies within the 
power of any senator who may feel so 
disposed to delay action indefinitely. 

Some of the amendments yet to be in- 
troduced by the finance committee will 
provoke more or less discussion. The 
sugar duty and the free wool question are 
expected to be made the object of speech- 
making by the Republicans and Popu- 
lists. Much curiosity is felt over the 
attitude of the Populista on the sugar 
schedule. They say that whatever they 
may do they willdo nothing to prolong 
debate to any extent. 

If the biil is not voted upon as a whole 
before the senate adjourns tomorrow the 
Democrats will try to secure a Fourth of 
July session. They will probably also 
ask the senate to hold night sessions to- 
night and Tuesday night, if necessary to 
secure action. When the tariff bill is dis- 
posed of the appropriation bills on the 
calendar wil! be taken up. 

House Forecast, 

Speaker Crisp is seeing that the decks 
are kept clear forthe return of the tariff 
bill. This accounts for the failure of the 
rules committee to agree upon any definite 
program of bills to be considered during 
the coming week. 

The legisiative business is merely drift 
ing, as there is no desire to tie the hands 
of the house by set speeches, which might 
futerfere with this body in consideration 
of the tariff bill when it comes over from 
the senate. 

The expectation of Chairman Wilson 
and other ways and means members is 
that the tariff bill will pass the senate to- 
morrow, but it is not believed the official 
notification will come to the house before 
Thursday. The first move when the bill 
is reported back will be a formal motion 
by Mr. Wilson that it be referred to the 
ways aud means committee. It is ex- 
pected that this reference will be made 
without delay. 

The tariff bill will then be retired to 
the secrecy of the committee for some 
days, but Representative Bryan states that 
two days ought to suffice for such work 
asthe committee would do. In that case 
the disagreement of the house and the 
submission of the bill to conference may 
occur Friday or Saturday of this week, 
although this would be excep ional dis 
patch. 

Owing tothe lack of a program the 
time of the house during the week will 
be taken up by such bills as manage to 
secure recognition. After the Fourth, 
the important pooling bill would stand 
the best chance of consideration, but 
Representative Patterson, who has it in 
charge, says he will not trust such an im- 
portant bill to the consideration of the 
handful of members present after a holi- 
day. He says the bill will require three 
or four days, so that he will let it go over 
until week after next. 

This will probably make way for the 
bill for the election of United States sena- 
tors by direct vote of the people. Mr. 
Crisp and other house leaders are anxious 
to have this bill considered,and one of 
the members of the rules committee said 
that there was such a general sentiment 
favorable to itthat it might come up any 
moment.

PROBABLY INSANE. 


Woman, Who Killed Her Four Children, 
Says She Suffered From Morphine. 


St. ALBANS, Vt., July 2.—The wife of 
Mitchell Baker of Montgomery was left 
alone Saturday.morning, while he went 
to Berkshire to move a load of furniture. 
Some time after neighbors noticed an un- 
usual stillnessin the house, and upon 
entering found Mrs. Baker absent, but 
inachamber discovered her four chil- 
dren, Hattie, Berney, Cora and Freddie, 
aged, respectively, 7, 5, 3 and 1 years, 
hanged to a bedside and lifeless. A pet 
canary bird was suspended to the handle 
of the chamber door. 

The woman, who is probably insane, 
was found on the bank of a smal! stream 
close by and was arrested and bound over 
in the sum of $1000. Mr. and Mra. Baker 
had considerable family trouble and have 
separated twice. Moving preparations 
were in anticipation of final separation. 

She tells a story of twounsuccessful 
attempts to commit suicide by taking 
morphine, the last of which was an over- 
dose, leaving ber in such a condition that 
she was unaware of her actions. When 
discovered, she was crouching in a clump 
of bushes and seemed dazed and stupefled, 
but fought desperately when capture was 
attempted. i 


KAISER IS INTERESTED 


Im the Scandal Which Has Stirred Up 
German Court Circles. 
BERLIN, July 2.—The scandal caused 
by the arrest of the royal chamberlain, 
lL. von Kotze, and the rumors of his 
anonymous correspondence with high 
persons at court, has grown to great 
dimensions and has so excited public 
curiosity that the emperor may be forced 
to convert the secret inquiry into an open 

trial. 

Some of these communications insin- 
uate that the emperor was intimate with 
the Countess von Hohenau. The count 
is said to have remoustrated with his 
wife, and warned her that she must 
check the emperor’s open partiality for 
her.

UNCLE SAM STEPS IN. 


Will Not Permit: Trains to Be Stalled 
by Striking Mobs. 


RECKLESS VIOLATIONS OF LAW 


Be Suppressed by the 


Wiill 
~~ ‘Troops of the Nation. — 


WASHINGTON, July 8 — The United 
States government has reached the point 
of action. It will see that the business of 
the country is not paralyzed by violence 
and interference with trains by mobs. 

This action will be taken under an- 
thority of the court order granted in Chi- 
cago yesterday, whieh order was the re 
sult of a conference between the president, 
Attorney General Olney, General Scho- 
field and others: charged with the main- 
tenance of the government under the con- 
stitution. 

The injunction which was issued by 
the federal court at Chicago yesterday 
against the strikers was granted on a 
bill prepared under the direction of At 
torney General Olney. The government 
alleges violations of the anti-trust act of 
July 2, 1890, the interstate commerce act, 
and also the laws against obstructing or 
attempting to obstruct the United States 
mails. 

That the interstate commerce act, as 
well as that against interfering with the 
United States mails, is also violated, the 
attorney general has no doubt. In speak- 
ing of the matter he said that the gov 
erument was now ip a position to act, 
and the whole strength of the government 
would be used to prevent any interference 
with railroads doing an interstate busi 
ness. 

It did not matter whether the trains 
carried freight or passengers, the railroads 
were guaranteed by the laws of the 
United States from any interference by 
violence on the part of strikers or others, 
and they would be protected if the entire 
army of the United States could afford 
protection. 

The government officials realize thata 
decisive battle between law and order 
and lawlessness is now on, and as to the 
result there seems to be only one opinion, 
and that is that the laws of the land will 
be enforced at whatever cost. They be 
lieve thatthe time for temporizing has 
passed, and that if resistanceis made the 
strong arm of the government mast and 
will crush it, and that speedily. 

When the news that Judge Woods had 
issued his omnibus injunction at Chicago 
against furtier interference with the 
railroads by the strikers reached the war 
department it found the department 
fully prepared to meet the emergency. 
Major General Schofleld had been kept 
fully adviséd of the phases of the strik 
and the contemplated legal pro 
and bas been in communication with 
General Miles. 

When he heard of the granting of the 
injunction, and was asked what he in 
tended to do, he said very quietly, but 
very determinedly and slowly: ‘We 
have made all necessary preparation and 
will now carry out the orders of the 
United States courts with decision, with 
vigor and with promptitude.”’ 

The tone of the commanding general of 
the army, even more than his words, car- 
ried with it the conviction that misfor- 
tune awaits apy man or any number of 
men who now attempts to stand in the 
way of the enforcement of the laws of 
the land, for upon them will be laid with 
full force the entire weight of the mili 
tary of the United States government, 

Major General Nelson A. Miles, com 
mander of the department of the Mis- 
souri, with headquarters at Chicago, was 
in this city last night, and his arrival re 
sulted in an extended conference at the 
W hite House, lasting from 9 o’clock until 
midnight, between the president, Secre 
tary Gresham and Secretary Lamont, 
Major General Schofield, Attorney Gen 

eral Olney and Major General Miles and 
his aides 

The situation was reviewed in detail, 
and the general policy of the administra- 
tion, as’ outlined above, was reiterated. 
The views expressed were to the effect 
that while the strike was likely to fall of 
its own weight, and from lack of thorough 
organization, yet it is necessary for all 
authorities to be on the alert and to check 
at the outset any overt and lawless act.

Cuicaco, July 8.—The developments 
of yesterday in the great Pullman-Amer- | 
ican Railway union strike have been} 
prolific in sensationalism, the principal 
theater of action belpg in Chicago and | 
adjacent suburbs. The first serious clash | 
occurred when 200 deputy United States 
marshals were surrounded at Blue Island 
by 2000 strikers, who openly detied federal 
authority. 

Weapons were drawn by both sides, and 
Deputy Marshal Logan was painfully cut 
with a knife. When a bloody conflict 
seemed imminent, the deputies retired to 
their barrack cars to await re-enforce 
ments, leaving the strikers masters of the | 
situation. 

Last evening an injunction from the} 
United States court was bulletined. The 
authority of the United States was ridi- 
culed, and after a few minutes’ quiet the 
riotous spirit reasserted itself. At mid 
night further disorder occurred, the strik- 
ers tearing down the bulletined mandate 
of the court.

The machinery is of the latest improved 
pattern. The engine is a fore and aft 
compound cylinder, 12 and 24 by 16 inches, 
of 200 horse power capacity. There is a 
surface condenser with 500 feet of cooling 
surface ; independent eir and circulating 
pump. She is a light draught boat and 
swings a five-foot, four-blade propeller. 
The boiler is of the upright, submerged 
tube type ; 71-2 feet in diameter and 12 
feet high, and is allowed a pressure of 150 
pounds. There isa fire pump, feed pump 
and independent air and circulating pump. 
The piping is ali fastened with copper and 
everything is first-class. She was de- 
signed by Mr. R. M. Woods and was built 
upon honor by the Fore River Engine 
company at Weymouth at scost of $20,000.

Mayor Hodges Vetoes the Amend- 
ment to Ordinance. 


FOUNTAIN SQUARE HEARING, 


Date Fixed for Reservation Hearing— 
Petitions, Reports, Etc 


The absent members at the City Coun- 
cil meeting Monday evening were Coutcil- 
men Clark, O’Brien and Snow. 

Reservation Hearing 

A communication was received giving 
notice that the Metropolitan Park Com- 
mission would give a public hearing July 
16, at 10 o'clock, in the Supreme court 
room, to determine what proportionste 
part each city and town should pay toward 
the cost and support of the parks. It was 
voted to request the Mayor to attend. 

Ordinance Vetoed. 

The Mayor returned without his signa- 
ture the amendment to the ordinance relat- 
ing to the tax collector, and upon. motion 
of Councilman Holbrook it was laid on the 
| table. 


Petitions. 

Councilman Holbrook offered a petition 
that Broadway from Dirty brook to New- 
port avenue be laid ont asa public way. 
Referred. 

Petitions were also received to widen 
and improve Copeland street from Crescent 
to Willard streets; to re-grade and curb 
| Liberty street; to lay out Madison street 
as a public way; to accept Village road, 
Norfolk Downs, as a public way. All of 
which were referred to Committee on 
Streets, 

Special petitions were received for 
licenses to sell fireworks, which were also 
referred. 


Reports. 

The Committee on Licenses reported 
leave to withdraw on petition of Joseph

The balance of the licenses asked at the 
last meeting were granted. 

The Committee on Streets reported an

second reading.

The Committee on Streets reported order

It was 
impossible to widen Washington street 
where it needed it. 

William B. Rice thought the public 
would be benefitted by some plan such as 
proposed. If necessary move the fountain 
back. The place is dangerous as it now is. 
He had noticed of late that people from the 
Point in teams used Saville street, as it was 
the best way. He believed it was possible 
to maintaina green spot. The street is 
now dangerous. The fountain was a public 
nuisance. 

R, F. Claflin was originaly in favor of 
having a little park there but it now seemed 
to him to be a road much used and could 
not be dispensed with.

Councilman Anderson offered an order 
authorizing the Water Commissioners to 
lay pipes from Willard street through 
River street, the cost of laying the same to 
be paid for by private parties. 

The pith of the Mayor’s veto was that 
the power of transferring the uncollected 
taxes of one collector to another should be 
by the Mayor and that the bonds of the 
retiring collector should not be surrendered. 

Adjourned at 10.27.

Government Will Look After Debs and 
the Other Officials. 


STATE MILITIA IN RETREAT 


When Confronted by Strikers 
at Sacramento. 


Cnicaao, July 5.—An order is to be en- 
tered in the United States court for a 
special grand jury to investigate the rail- 
road strikes. On Tuesday night, before 
leaving the city, Judge Grosscup left in- 
structions with Clerk Burnham to calla 
grand jury for next Tuesday. The inves- 
tigation will be directed not merely 
against the strikers who have resorted to 
actual violence, but against the leaders 
of the boycott. Not only will the men 
who violated the injunction of the federal 
court by direct interference with trains 
be presented for indictment, but the gov 
ernment has determined to prosecute 
Debs and the other American Railway 
ynuion men. 

While a train bearing the cavalry troops 
was pulling into the stock yards last 
evening, a crowd of 10,000 people sur- 
rounded the cars and pulled the coupling 


pins. The police charged the crowd, and 
Lieutenant Fitzpatrick was knocked 
down by a stone. The encounter was 
fierce, but brief. The strikers were 
clubbed and routed. The regulars did 
not interfere, they having orders from 


their commander to take no part in the 
fray until matters grew more serious.

Debs’ Statement, 

President Debs makes the following ad- 
dress to the public: “‘So many mislead- 
ing reports have been given currency in 
reference to the great railroad strike now 
in progress that Iam prompted, in the | 
interest of justice and fair play, to give 
the public an honest, impartial statement 
of the issues involved. 

“The Pullman employes who struck 
May 6 last did so entirely of their own 
accord. Officers of the American Rail- 
Way union uaed all their influence to 
yscily the employes and advised them 
10t to strike, but bear patiently their 
trievances until a peaceable settlement 
ould be effected. 

“But the grievance of the employes had 
become soaggravated that patience de- 
serted them, and they abandoned their 
*mployment rather than submit longer 
‘o conditions against which their very 
souls rebelled. 

“The Pallman company owns the town 
of Pullman, and wages are so adjusted to 
‘iving expenses that ina large majority 
of cases the employes are barely able to 
support their families. At the time they 
strock the employes were in arrears to 
the Pullman company $70,000 for rent 
alone. Wages had been repeatedly re- 
duced, but rent and other expenses re- 
mained the same, 

Willing to Arbitrate, 

“The employes, from the beginning, 
have been willing to arbitrate their dif- 
jerences with the company. That is their 
position todny. The company arrogantly 
declares that there is nothing to arbitrate. 

“Up to June 12 the tronble was con- 
fined to the Pullman company and its 
employes. How, then, did the strike ex- 
tend to the railways? 

“The day before the order of the dele- 
gates declining to haul Pullman cars | 
went into effect, the General Managers’ 
association passed a series of resolutions | 
declaring that they would uphold the | 
Pullman company in its fight upon the 
employes, and that they would stand to- 
gether in crushing out the American 
Railway union. 

“It will thus be seen that the railway 
companies virtually joined forces with 
the Pullman company, went into partner- 
ship with them,so to speak, to reduce 
and defeat their half-starved employes. | 
In this way the trouble was extended

“The American Railway union simply | 
insists that the Pullman company shall | 
meet its employes and do them justice. | 
We guarantee that the latter will accept | 
any reasonable propositiou. The com- 
pany may act through its officials or 
otherwise, and the employes through 
their chosen representatives, The ques- 
tion of the recognition of the American 
Railway union or any other organization 
is waived. The spirlt of conciliation, 
mutual concession and compromise | 
should animate and gover: both sides, 
and there will be no trouble fu reaching 
asettlement that will be satisfactory to

The developments of Thursday went far 
to convince all thinking people that the 
gravity of the situation had not been ap- 
preciated by the authorities or the people 
at large, for after 12 hours of as patient 
and persistent coolness and bravery under 
trying circumstances military officers 
were forced to admit that it wasstilla 
long march to peace and the resumption 
of unimpeded ene on any of the rail- 
roads running ¢ at Chicago.

of au overwhelming armed force with in- 
structions to shoot to kill can settle the 
trouble; or, as Colonel Crofton put it; “It 
has ceased to be a mere movement of 
troops and has become a campaign.” 

The local and state authorities have 
awakened to the critical and gruve 
nature of the strike malady and are tak- 
ing measures to apply adequate remedies 
The city police force has already been re- 
cruited up toover 3000 men, and by re 
guest of Mayor Hopkins and by order of 
Governor Altgeld two brigades of state 
militia have been ordered here to aid in 
quelling the disturbances. 

At the nation’s capital, also, the fact is 
recognised that the prevailing 
are entirely out of the ordinary, and that 
provision must be made forsuch a mass- 
ing of fighing men as has never before 
been seen together in the history of this 
nation in time of peace, if the authority 
and dignity of the federation and the 
processes of its courts are not to be 
laughed to scorn for an indefinite time. 

The strike infection has become so wi 
spread and so menacing at many points 
that the president and his advisers believe 
it would be unwise to withdraw any more 
regular troops from the country west of 
Chicago. It is, therefore, in contemplx 
tion, should the forces, federal, state and 
government, already gathered here, 
be unequal! to the task of restoring order, 
to send here the 19 companies stationed 
op the Canadian border in the state of 
New York, with the reserved intention, 
if circumstances demand it, of exercising 
the right to call for 20,000 men from the 
crack militia regiments of New York and 
Pennsylvania. 

An Eventful Day, 

The day in Chicago has been one of con 
stant alarms and calling for police, dep- 
uty marshals and soldiers, here, there and 
everywhere, throughout that wide stretch 
of territory in the southern part of the 
city. Riot bas been running rampant 
throughout the day; cars have been over- 
turned, switches broken and tracks ob- 
structed in numerous way; the torch has 
been applied in numerous instances to 
cars. 

Switchtowers and the like, not to men- 
tion an attempt to firea part of the great 
Armour packing places—in fact at one 
time the incendiary blazes followed each 
other with such quick succession that the 
fire department was put to straits to 
care for all of them. To add to the 
gravity of the situation it was foupd that 
the strikers were interfering with the 
police railroad and fire alarm telegraph 
system, and in one or two instances police 
men who we7e using telephone calls were 
stoned. 

On two occasions at least three attacks 
were met with accurately aimed lead. 
During a riot in the forenoon over an in- 
coming milk train at Kensington, a dep 
uty United States marshal shot and 
killed two strikers, and during the after- 
noon the deputies guarding an incoming 
Baltimore and Ohio passenger train re 
plied tothe volley of shots and stones 
which the strikers showered upon them 
by turning their revolvers loose, killing 
four of their assailants and wounding a 
number of others. 

A new feature was added to the situa- 
tion when a meeting of representatives of 
all of the bodies of organized labor in the 
city favored a general sympathy strike, 
and appointed a committee of three with 
full power to act, and at the same time 
called a meeting of all organized labor

many hats out of work and wages re 
duced for others ant prices of firm 
products exceedingly low, the buying 
power of the people is greatly restricted. 
Minor industries are also affected much 
inthe same way, especially where im 
portant chunges of duty are expected, 

Failures during the week have been 181 
in the United States, against 434 last year, 
aud 3¢in Canada, against 23 last year, 
with no important disaster as yet since 
the new half year began.

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AN ANARCHIST BOMB. 


Accomplish Its Mission. 


To cap the climax of the series of out- 
rages perpetrated at Wollaston on the 


morning of the 4th, it was discovered on 
Saturday by Mr. George A. Loring, the 
manager of the Hewitson estate, that an 
attempt had been made to wreck the 
Taylor building by exploding a bomb on 
the roof of the new addition. The bomb 


made of gas pipe,—anarchist medel,—10 


inches long and 1¢ inches in diameter and 


capped at each end by regular gas pipe caps 


screwed on. A quarter inch hole was 
drilled in one end for the insertion of the 
fuse. 


drills. 

This bomb was filled with highly ex- 
plosive powder or dynamite, the 
lighted and was then thrown on to the low, 


tarred roof of the building where it ex- 
ploded with tremendous force, tearing a 


large hole in the roof. The bomb was 
laid open as though it was made of paper. 
Both ends of it were blown out and the 
iron pipe was ripped open and flattened out. 

It is supposed that it wasexploded some- 
time between 12 and 1 o’clock, but it did 
not attract particular attention as at that 
time there were a number of large American 
crackers being exploded. 

It is probable that Mr. Loring will offer 
a reward for the apprehension of the 
parties, similar to that offered by Mr. Baker 
the agent of Sing Hi, for the conviction of 
the parties who wrecked the laundry at 
about the same time. 

It would seem from the number of das- 
tardly outrages perpetrated in this beautiful 
village on this 4th that there should be 
offered by the city a liberal reward for evi- 
dence that will lead to the conviction of 
the vandals. Unless this is done a regi- 
ment of policemen will not be able to 
preserve the peace on the next 4th of 
July. To allow such a gang to go at large 
unpunished is a menace to public safety. 


BATTALION DRILL. 


One Company Failed to Appear and Rain 
Somewhat Interferes. 

Quite a large number of ladies and gentle- 
men gathered at Merry Mount park Satur- 
day afternoon, to witness the drill of the 
2d battalion of the 5:h Regiment.

The LEDGER has received a copy of the 
tariff bill as it passed the United States 
Senate, and it is more favorable to our 
local granite industry than at first contem- 
plated.

methods ? It is a source of fear and dis- 
gust to think with what delight people 
flock to the destruction of property, the as- 
|saults on the officers of the law, the up- 
|risings of anarchists. Men, women and 
children, some of foreign birth, others na- 
tives, perhaps the majority, join with joy 
in the frenzied antics of the mob, burning, 
beating and bruising anyone on whom 
they can lay hand. Man in spite of 
centuries of civilization becomes a brute 
in a day, forgets all his reason has taught 
jand relapses into a creature of his in- 
stiacts.

TREASON IN THE AIR. 


Jacobites Still “Agin” the Government, but 
the Latter Doesn't Seem to Mind. 

A sojourner in the British metropolis 
says in a recent letter: Treason has been 
in the English air this week. The Jac- 
obite club, the members of which deny 
Queen Victoria's right tosit on the Brit- 
ish throne, has been celebrating the an- 
niversary of the escape of that crowned 
debauchee, Charles II, from his enemies 
and toasting the house of Stuart and 
confusion to the usurper.

Nothing Startling on the Program For 
the Present Week. 


SOME DEMOCRATIC DIFFERENCES 


Concerning the Tariff Remain 
to Be Patched Up. 


WASHINGTON, July 9.—The house of 
representatives will be resting during the 
week, ready at all times to lay aside its 
regular business and take up a conference 
report on the tariff or any appropriation 
bill. 

The rules committee will meet tonight 
to arrauge an order of business, but what- 
ever they agree totake up will be con- 
ditioned on giving away to the tariff or 
appropriation whenever the conference 
report is reported. 

District of Columbia legislation occu- 
pies the house today. For the rest of the 
week, the rules committee will probably 
give several days for the bill to elect 
United States senators by direct vote of 
the people, and also several days for 
numerous bills of a legal and judicial 
character reported by the judiciary com- 
mittee. 

In the Senate, 

The committee on appropriations will 
have the right of way in the senate dur- 
ing thew. k, andan effort will be made 
to dispose of a number of bills which 
have been held up awaiting the disposi- 
tion of the tariff. There is a possibility 
that some other day early in the week 
may be allotted tothe committee on for- 
eign relations, as Senator Morgan is very 
anxious to have the Chinese treaty dis- 
posed of. He thinks that one day ‘vill be 
sufficient. 

Senator Co-krell, chairman of the com- 
mittee on appropriations, says that the 
pension bill probably will be first taken 
up. Later in the week the smaller ap- 
propriation bills for fortifications, mili- 
tary academy, post office and other bills 
that will not consume much time will be 
disposed of 

It is expected that during the week bills 
of local importance, which may be passed 
without much delay, will be considered 
in the two hours set apart for morning 
business. 

The resolution introduced last week hy 
Senator Kyle to prevent federal inter- 
ference in railroad strikes is still upon the 
table, and may be called up at any mo- 
ment. 

Patching Up Differences, 

The first effort to reconcile the differ- 
ences between the senate and house on 
the tariff will be made this afternoon. 

The Democratic conferrees are to meet 
inthe senate finance committee room. 
The R-publican conferrees have not been 


asked to be present. Itisnotas a com- 
mittee, therefore, that the meeting will 
be held, and itis understood to be the 


purpose of holding no meetings of the 
full committee until the four Democratic 
senators and four Democratic tepresenta- 
tives have reconciled all their differ- 
ences. 

The Democratic members of the com- 
mittee say they can expedite their work 
better among themselves than they could 
if constantly exposed tothe harassment 
of the minority conferrees. With this pro- 
gram in view there may be no meeting of 
the committee as a whole for a week or 10 
days. 

Chairman Wilson left for West Vir- 
giuia immediately after his appointment 
as a conferree Saturday, so that there has 
been no opportunity for consultation 
with him, and the Democratic conferrees 
will assemble without prearranged pro- 
gram.

A CONSPIRACY. 


The Outrages at Wollaston on the Fourth 
the Work of Men. 

The police have unhearthed one of the 
most fiendish conspiracies which has ever 
been recorded in the criminal annals of this 
city, almost equalling in ferocity the 
outrages perpetrated by the Molly Maguires 
of the Pennsylvania coal regions. 

The LEDGER has briefly outlined the 
attempts to wreck the Taylor building and 
Sing Hi’s laundry at Wollaston on the 
morning of the 4th, Like all antics which 
take place on that eventful morning it was 
laid to the boys, for ‘boys will be boys, 
you know,” and lightly passed over. 

Developments which have taken plaice 
the past 24 hours go to show that it was 
not the work of boys but of a small gang 
of men,—some of them married and having 
children,—who wilfully planned days and 
possibly weeks before the 4th to destroy 
the Taylor building and Sing Hi’s laundry 
by bombs. The morning of the 4th was 
selected by the conspirators, as under the 
cover of the usual racket and din and the 
scurrying hither and thither of different 
crowds of boys cutting up the usual 4th of 
July pranks, their actions would not be 
especially noticed. And then again they 
supposed that nobody would ever suspect 
them or their real motives, which were 
jealousy and revenge. That they did not 
wholly wreck the roof of the Taylor build- 
ing and the laundry was because they mis- 
judged the power of the explosives used. 

The police are in possession of the names 
of the ringleaders and if sufficient evidence 
is obtained they will be arrested. The 
penalty for this crime is state prison, the 
maximum sentence being twenty years,

WEATHER AND CROPS 


Frequent Showers Had a Most Bene- 
ficial Effect. 


WEATHER WAS GENERALLY WARM. 


Prospects of a Short Apple 
Crop In Maine. 


Boston, July 10.—The New England 
weather service issues the following crop 
bulletin for te: week ending July 9, 1894: 

Another week of light local showers in 
ep.uthern states and general showers in 
northern sections has jast passed. It 
has been cool all the last part of the 
week, with dangerously near frosts in low 
places on the mornings of the 8th and 9th. 

All crops made a good growth in Maine 
during the week, as frequent showers and 
generally warm weather prevailed. Very 
little haying has been done, but a large 
crop is promised in most counties. One 
correspondent says one-fourth more than 
usual; another that there is wore than 
for several years. Grain generally looks 
well, though rust is striking slightly in 
southern counties, Pastures are good. 


Corn is backward in places, but growing | 


well. Early potatoes promise well, while 
late ones are now backward, One cor- 
respondent from Penobscot county says 
the apple crop, which promised to be so 
full when blossoming, is blighting rap- 
idly and will not be more than one-fourth 
to one-half crop. This is the only un- 
favorable report regarding the fruit in 
this state. 
Grain Affected by Rust. 

Cooler weather, with frequent local 
showers, prevailed in New Hampshire, ex- 
cept in the southeastern counties. Where 
rain has fallen, all crops are impreving. 
Potatoes have made rapid growth, and 
corn has mostly recovered from the early 
cold. In southeast counties little or no 
rain bas fallen and crops are suffering. 
Haying in this section has been pushed 
along and some report half done. Far- 
ther north it has just been begun, and 
little progress has been made on account 
of the showery weather. Hay is improv- 
ing and is yielding better than was ex- 
pected. 

Crops Doing Finely. 

At Hartland, Windsor county, Vt., 1.27 
inches of rain fellin the shower of the 
6th, doing some damage by lodging oats 
and soaking hay that had been partly 
cured. Rains were general, with cloudy 
and mostly warm weather. Crops have 
grown extremely fast and are all looking 
well, except where oats have been slightly 
rusted. Hay promises a good crop. Some 
hay has been cut, but haying is not gen- 
eral. Pastures are luxuriant. MRaspber- 
ries and currants are ripe and a good crop 

Rain Would Be Welcome, 


In northeastern Massachusetts excellent 
hay weather has prevailed during the 
week and much bas been cut. Much 
more is ready to be put in, as 
ripened very fast, because of the con- 
tinued dry weather. Western counties 
are not generally suffering for rain, and 


the week was most cloudy and threaten- | 


ing, but throughout the greater part of 
the east rain is badly needed, aud in 
places many cropsare already ruined. 
Oats are rusting and drying up. Potatoes 
are wilting, and in some flelds the tops 
are simply dry and dead. Feed is get 
ting short in pastures. The ground is 
so dry that late warden seed and seed for 
green fodder cannot be put in. 

In Woburn not enough rain has come 
to lay the dust since May 31. At Province- 
town there has been only .32 inch 
June 1.

WASHINGTON, July 11.—The Repmplican 
members of the conference committee are 
dissatisfied with the methods adopted by 
the Democratic conferrees in excluding 
them from participation in the first con- 
ference and giving them no intimation 
whatever of the time and place of meet- 
ing. 

It is claimed by the Republicans that 
this is contrary to the usual practice. 
They do not complain because the Demo- 
crats propose to arrange the differences 
between tue two houses without regard 
to the Republicans, but insist that they 
should have invited to the first 
meeting to take part in the organization 
of the conference. 

Whether the Republicans should re 
main after the organization is matter 
which they claim should have been left 
to them to decide. It is alleged that upon 
all previous occasions of conference on a 
tariff bill all the conferrees were notified 
and invited to be present. They protest, 
therefore, against being completely ig- 
nored. 

At the first meeting of 
committee that dealt with the disagree- 
ing votes on the act of 1883, and subse 
quently on that of 1890, it is unquestion 
ably true that on both those occasions the 
Republican members of the conference 
committee alone considered and arranged 
the dilferences, and the minority mem 
bers were not invited and did not partici- 
pate in the work of reconciliation until 
that work was fully completed by the 
majority members, when the former were 
notified and the completed bill was then 
laid before the full conference committee 
for final action. 

Republicans Will Have Their Say. 

One of the Republican senatorial con- 
ferrees remarked yesterday that the Dem- 
ocrats would gain nothing by such a 
course. He said that if the bill was radi- 
cally changed the Republicans will insist 
on debating each item, no matterif such 
should hold the conterrees to- 
gether fora month. There is no previous 
question in committee, he says, and that 
it would not be possible to cut off debate.

Knights of Labor Called Out. 

Knights of Labor throughout the en- 
tire country, numbering nearly 1,000,000 
men, have been called upon to strike for 
the cause of organized labor. 

General Master Workman Sovereign 
has issued an order to all members of the 
organization to cease work until the con- 
flict originating in the strike of the Pull- 
man employes shall have been settled. 
Following is the text of the order: 

TO THE KNIGHTS OE LABOR OF AMER- 
ICA—GREETING: 

A crisis has been reached in the affairs of 
this nation that endangers the peace of the 
republic. Every fiber in our civil structure is 
strained to the breaking point. The shadows 
of factional hgtred hover over our fair land 
with terrible forebodings. The arrogant lash 
of superiority is being applied by the corpora- 
tions with relentless fury, and the chasm be- 
tween the masses and classes is growing deeper 
and wider with each succeedingday. If peace 
is restored and this pation saved from acts 
repulsive to the conscience of all Christian 
people, there must be wise action and that 
guickly. 

Sincerely believing that the flamesof dis- 
cord are being purposely fanned by the rail- 
way corporations, at the risk of the life of the 
government, | appeal to you, and through you 
tothe whole people, imploring you to lay 
down the implements of toil, and under the 
banner of peace and with a patriotic desire to 
promote the public welfare and the power of 
your aggregated numbers, through peaceable 
assemblages, to create a healthy sentiment in 
favor of an amicable settlement of the issues 
growing outof the recent strike of the Pull 
inan employes, and you are further requested 
not to return to your usual ayocations until a 
settlement of the pending trouble is made

Bullets Made Mob Fly, 

SPRING VALLEY, Iils., July 11.—Com- 
pany C of the Fifteenth regiment, regu- 
lars, commanded by Captain Conrad, 
came into collision with the mob at this 
place, rnd after patiently enduring volley 
after volley of stones, fired into the mob, 
killing two and woundir g several others. 

The fight occurred at 4:30 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon, when a Rock Island train 
bearing the troops pulled into the depot.

Made by the Cruiser Minneapolis on Her 
Preliminary Run. 


Boston, July 12.—The beautifnl cruiser 
| Minneapolis, the vessel which will soon 
be the recognized queen of the seas, 
dropped anchor 10 miles down the harbor 
yesterday afternoon, havinz completed 
her preliminary run over the official 
| course from Cape Ann to Cape Porpoise 
}and return. The big vessel 
herself nobly. 


Official course was 19.37 
natural draught. The 


yards from her moorings at the Cramps’ 
yard, Philadelphia. When the hawsers 
were cast off the swift tide carried the big 
ship’s bow up the Delaware, and she 
floated down to the mud bar in the center 
of the river, the starboard side of her bow 
sticking in the bank for a few moments. 
She was soon dragged off by the big 
steamtug Newcastle, and proceeded 
down the river without having sustained 
the slightest injury. 

When the cruiser reached Cape Cod, 


Minneapolis’ bow was pointed toward 
Cape Ann, the starting point of the 
official course. At7:35 the vessel passed 
A buoy, just off the cape, and was then 
on her preliminary run. 

She reached Cape Porpoise at 10:17:02, 
having made an average of 18.75 knots an 
hour. Inturning for the run back to 
Cape Ann, the cruiser swung gracefull: 
around a circle of about three miles at ui 
angle of between 10 and 15 degrees, 


even better than on her run to Cape Por- 
poise. She had on what is known as a 
light forced draught, and made between 
2land 22 knots fora considerable dis 
tance, and passed the A buoy off Cape 
Ann at 12:45, beating her upward trip by 
about six minutes.

A COMMON NUISANCE. 


He Is In Evidence Everywhere, and He Is 
Known as the Croaker, 

May the saints have pity on a town or 
city with a croaker in it! If it has two, 
three or half a dozen croakers living in 
it, it is to be commiserated that much 
more. The croaker comes in two forms 
—dead and alive. The croaker has moss 
on the north side of him, no matter 
whether the winter be mild or severe. 
The moss indicates nothing especially, 
except that he should be removed from 
the community at once. The croaker al- 
ways views his own town from a pessl- 
mistic point of view. He has-no word

tends to assist in the ‘progress of the 
community. You tell a croaker that 
much is going to be done toward boom- 
ing the town and exploiting its superior 
advantages, and he will say: ** Vell, you 
go ahead—advertise it, boom it. Vd 
like to see you do it,’’ with a shrug of 
the shoulders. ** You'll never boom this 
town.”’ 

The croaker is generally too lazy to 
labor under an impression. He may 
have made some money in his life, but 
he does not live—he simply exists. If 
he is in business and is asked to adver- 
tise, he says his goods do not need adver- 
tising, and besides he is located on a 
prominent corner, and everybody sees 
his goods as they pass. Yes, ‘‘as they 
pass, ’’ for they rarely go in. The croak- 
er never gives his neighbor or fellow 
man credit for anything he accom- 
plishes. 

If you go toa local merchant and 
show him 2 plan or suggest to him an 
enterprise which if carried out will be 
of great benefit to all concerned and ask 
his co-operation, and he says: ‘‘Well, 
whois in this? Go and see the other busi- 
ness men, and if they go into it I may 
do so, too,’’ look out for him. He may 
not be a croaker, but he has dangerous 
symptoms. He is vaccinated, and the 
probabilities are that it will take unless 
something is done for him. He needs a 
hypodermic injection of ‘‘enterprise’ 
to cure him of the ‘‘follow your leader’ 
habit. He is the first to expect benefits 
that accrue from the united efforts, en- 
ergy and enterprise of others, but is the 
last to lend a hand. The croaker is a 
pusillanimous, insignificant, inconsist 
ent encumbrance.

“AN OFFICIAL MURDER” 


Prendergast Holds the Law Guilty If He 
Is Executed. 

Cuicaco, July 18.—Assassin Prender- 
gast spent yesterday very quietly in « 
room near Jailer Morris’ office. His 
brother called and remained with the 
condemned man for an hour. Rev. 
Father Barry came later. Prendergast, 
when told that the priest was in the jail, 
said: ‘Well, let him gome tn if he wants 
to, but I want it understood that I did 
not send for him. If he desires to see me, 
I will receive him.” 

The priest entered the little room and 
talked with Prendergast for an hour. 
The assassin seemed in good spirits and 
frequently smiled. In the afternoon 
Prendergast’s mother called. She brought 
hersona new suitof underwearand a 
clean white shirt. “I will see hjm after a 
while for the last time,” sald Mra. Pren- 
dergast, with a shudder, as she sank into 
achair. Latershe entered the chamber 
of death to take final leave of her son. 
The scaffold was carried into jail and put 
into place last evening. 

Late yesterday afternoon Judge Gross- 
cup decided not to laterfere iu the matter. 
When Prendergast was told at 5 o'clock 
that there was no hope for further stay of 
execution of the sentence of death, he 
would not believe it. ‘I still have hope 
that some sort of astay will be granted 
tomorrow,” remarked the assassin.

PULLMAN IS A PUBLIC ENEMY. 


Sympathetic Strikers Advised 
to Return to Work. 


Debs Is Willi@g to Declare the Strike 
Of, Provided the Men Whe Went Out 
Are Reinstated—Rallroad Officials Are 
Considering the Matter—Bloody Battle 
Between Strikers and Regulars In 
Sacramento, 


CHICAGO, July 14.—Follow ing is the text 
of the proposition made by President Debs 
to the ruilway managers: 

CHICAGO, Jul 
To the Railway Managers: ie 

GENTLEMEN—The existing troubles growing 
out of the Pullman strike having assumed 
continental proportions, and there being no 
ind‘cation of relief from the widespread busi- 
hess demoralizstion and distress incident 
thereto, the railway emnloyes, through the 
board of directors of the American Hailway 
union, respectfully make the following propo- 
bition as a basis of settlement: 

They agree toreturn to work ina body at 
ence, provided they shall be restored to their 
former positions without prejudice, except in 
cases, if any there be, where they have been 
convicted of crime. This proposition, looking 
to an immediate settlement of the existing 
strike on all lines of railway, is inspired by a 
purpose to subserve the public good. he 
strike, small and comparatively unimportant 
in its inception, has extended in every direc- 
tion, until now it involves or threatens not 
only every public interest, but the peace, se- 
curity and prosperity of our common country. 

The contest has waged fiercely. It has ex- 
tended far beyond the limits of interests 
originally involved, and has laid hold of a 
vast number of industries and enterprises in 
nowise responsible for the differences and dis- 
agreements that led tothe trouble. Factory, 
mill, mine and shop have been silenced; 
widespread demoralization has sway, The 
interests of multiplied thousands of innocent 
people are suffering. The common welfare 
is seriously menaced. The public peace and 
tranquility are in peril. Grave apprehen- 
sions of the future prevail. This being true, 
and the statement will not be controverted, 
we conceive it to be our duty as citizens and 
as men to make extraordinary efforts toend 
existing strife, and avert approaching cal- 
amity, whose shadows are even now upon us. 

If ended now, the contest, however serious 
in its consequences, will not have beenin 
va n. Sacrifices have been made, but they 
will bave their compensations. Indeed, if 
lessons shali be taught by experience, the 
troubles, now so widely deplored, will prove 
a blessing of inestimable value in the months 
and yearstocome. The difference that led 
up to the present complications need not now 
be discussed. 

At this supreme juncture every considera- 
tion of duty and patriotism demands thata 
remedy for existing trouble be found and ap- 
plied. The employes propose to do their part 
by meeting their employers half way. Let it 
be stated that they do not impose any condi- 
tion of settlement, except that they be re- 
turned to their former positions. They do not 
ask the recognition of the organization or of 
any organization. 

Believing this proposition to be fair, reason- 
able and just, it is respectfully submitted, 
with the belief that its acceptance will result 
inthe prompt resumption of traffic, the re- 
vival of industries and the restoration of peace 
and order.

The Federation's Views, 

The conference committee of the Feder- 
ation of Libor presented for adoption an 
address to the public, 

President Gompers read it. P. H. Morris- 
sey, vice grand masterof the Brother 
hood of Ruilway Trainmen, and T. W. 
Arnold, secretary of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen, made _ atirring 
speeches in opposition to the endorse 
ment of Debs and the course pursued by 


the A. R. U 

P. J. McGuire, first vice president of the 
Federation of Labor, urged that the Pull- 
man strike was purely local and should 
be dealt with by the people of Chicago. A 
resolution was adopted condemning both 
the Republican and Democratic parties 
and pledging support to the Populists. 
The address was finally adopted, as fol- 
lows: 

The great industrial upheaval now agitating 
the country, has been carefully, calmly and 
fully considered in a conference of the execu- 
tive council of the American Federation of 
Labor, and the executive officers and repre- 
sentatives of the national and international 
unions, and brotherhoods of railway men, 
catled to meet in the city of Chicagoon July 
12, 1894. 

In the light of all the evidence obtainable, 
and in view of the peculiar complications now 
enveloping the situation, we areforced to the 
conclusion that the best interests of the 
unions affiliated with the American Federa- 
tion of Labor demand that they refrain from 
participating in any general and local strike 
which may be proposed in connection with 
the present railroad troubles, 

In making this declaration, we do not wish 
it understood that we are in any way antag- 
onistic toany labor organization now strug- 
gling for right or justice, but rather to the 
fact that the present contest has be- 
come surrounded and beset with complica- 
tions so grave intheir nature that we cannot 
consistently advise a course which would but 
add to the general confusion. 

The trades union movement {s one of reason, 
one of deliberation, and, depending entirely 
upon the voluntary and sovereign action of its 
membership, it is democratic tn principles 
and actions, conservative in its demands and 
consistent in its efforts tosecure them. In- 
dustrial contests cannot be entered into at the 
behest of any individual officer of this confer- 
ence, regardless of the position he may oecupy 
in our organization. 

While we may not have the power to order 
a strike of the working people of our country, 
weare fully aware that a recomuvendstjion 


from this conrerence to them to Tay down 
their tools of labor would largely infiuence 
the members of our affiliated organizations, 
and appreciating the responsibility resting 
upon us, and the duty weowe toall, we de- 
tlare it to be the sense of this conference that 
4general strike at this time is inexpedient, 
unwise and contrary to the best interests of 
the working people. c 

We further recommend that al! connected 
with the American Federation of Labor now 
out on sympathetic strike should return to 
work, and those who contemplate going out 
@n sympathetic strike are advised to remain 
at their usual vocations. 

In the strike of the American Railway 
union we recognize an impulsive, vigorous 
protest against the gathering, growing forces 
of plutocratio power and corporation rule. In 
the sympathetic movement of that order to 
help the Pullman employes they have demon- 

trated the hollow sham of Pullman's para- 

se. Mr, Pullman, in his persistent repulses 
-f arbitration, and his heartless autoeratie 
treatment of his employes, has proven him- 
self a public enemy. 

Against an array of armed force and brutal 
moneyed autocracy, would it not be worse 
than folly to call them out on general or local 
strikein these days of stagnant tradeand 
commercial depression? 

No. Better let us organize more generally, 
combine more closely with other forces, edu- 
cate and prepare ourselves to protect our in- 
terests, and that we may go to the ballot box 
and cast our votes as American free men, 
united and determined to redeem this country 
from its present political and industrial mis- 
rule, to take it from the hands of plutocragic 
wreckers and place it in the hands of the com- 
mon people. 

The committee voted to appropriate 
$1000 to assist Debs in procuring counsel. 
The conference then adjourned.

THE LAND DEAL. 


The Furebase at Houghs Neck Made by a 
Syndicate. 

Mr. Herbert T. Whitman, when seen 
this morning in regard to the reputed sale 
of land at Quincy woods to the Catholic 
parisb, said: It is true that the land, about 
70 acres, has been sold, and that the price 
was about $50,000; but, as far as he knew, 
the Catholic parish did not appear in the 
transaction. 

The land was sold to a syndicate of 
Quincy gentlemen represented by Mr. John 
Cashman, and that was all he knew about 
it. What the syndicate proposed to do 
with the property he knew nothing. 

An effort was made this morning to see 
Mr. Cashman, but as he is a very busy 
man he is hard to find. 

A historian says this sale is the second 
transfer for cash that has ever been made 
of this land, the first being from the Cod- 
dington heirs to the Adamses. 

On the fourteenth of December, 1635, we 
find the following: ‘“‘It is agreed by 
general consent that Mr. W. Colburue, Mr. 
W. Aspinwall, Mr. Sampford, W. Balstone 
and Richard Wright shall in behalf of the 
town, go and take view at Mount Wollas- 
ton, and bound out there what may be 
sufficient for Mr. William Coddington and 
Edmund Quincy to have for their par- 
ticular farm there; and accordingly as they 
five or four of them shall agree upon to 
stand, and the same to be entered in this 
book.”’ 

Immediately after this comes the fol- 
lowing: —‘‘ Item, it is agreed that all the 
allotments at Mount Wollaston shall be 
set out by Mr. Coddington, William Col- 
burne, William Aspinwall, Edmund 
Quincy and Richard Wright, or some 
four of them; and that every allotment 

shall have a convenient proporticn of 
meadow thereunto, according to their 
number of cattle that have the same.,”’

hundred, acres such as those given to 
Coddington, Wilson, Quincy, Hutchinson 
aud Wheelwright.

As the Pilgrims did not land at Ply- 
mouth until September, 1620, it seems im- 
possible that Jonathan Hayward or Alex- 
ander Marsh could have died that year and 
have been buried in this cemetery. 

A careful study of the inscriptions show 
that the method of making a figure 9 was 
with a long tail and that by adding a little 
crook at the bottom it is readily made to 
look like a figure 2. 

This is evidently the case in the two in- 
scriptions noted above, for either by acci- 
dent or design the dates read as above.

SIGNS OF ACTUAL PROGRESS 


Toward Recovery From Recent 
Great Disturbances. 


New York, July 44—R. G. Dan's 
Weekly Review of Trade says today: 

When circumstances are duly weighed, 
the strength and soundness of business {no 
this country during the past two weeks 
areamasing. With the second city in the 
country in the hands of a lawless and 
murderous mob, besides many other cities 
and towns, with railway traffic almost en- 
tirely stopped over the vast area between 
Toledo and the Pacific, with presidential 
proclamations declaring the existence of 
an insurrection and the passionate answer 
ordering half a million men to stop work, 
with a prolonged strike of coal miners 
not fully ended in many states, and with 
differences between the house and senate 
on the tariff question so wide that duties 
affecting mining and manufactures can- 
not be anticipated, irdustries and trade 
have nevertheless gone on with sublime 
confidence that the people and their gov- 
ernment would soon restore order. 

The shrinkage of business and the de- 
pression of valaes have been unexpect- 
edly small, the failures relatively few and 
unimportant, and there are even signs in 
some industcies of actual progress toward 
recovery from previous troubles. 

Wheat is slightly lower, in profound 
disregard of the government report in- 
dicating a yield of less than 400,000,000 
bushels, and as the official estimate of 
yieldin 1893 was more than 100,000,000 
bushels short of actual exports and con- 
sumption, it is readily assumed that 
another discrepancy as large may spring 
from similar causes. Receipts and ex- 
ports in the present disturbed condition 
of business are not significant. 

Corn has advanced a little, though ac- 
| counts indicate a good yield. 

The Industrial Situation, 


Cotton has declined an eighth, with 
| more favorable information as to condi- 
| tions, and the year’s records have so dis- 
| credited offivial and other estimates that 
| little attention is now paid tothem. With 
stocks of American abroad about as large 
asa yearagoand the demand for cotton 
goods visibly narrowing, weakness is nat- 
ural. Cotton manufacture has reduced 
productions somewhat, though most of 
the mills continue to pile up goods, and 
the stock of print cloths is 180,000 pieces. 
Dullness is commonly ascribed and partly 
due to disturbed conditions at the west 
and south. 

The same cause affects woolen manu- 
factures, but less directly, and the cloth- 
iers have postponed orders solong that 
their efforts to get merely the goods they 
must have now give a bettertone. Or- 
ders are small, butin number such that 
fewer mills have closed since July 10 
than was expected, and sales of wool for 
; the week have been 3,385,000 pounds, 
| against 3,643,700 last year, and 6,118,930 in 
1892. 

The shoe factories in this quarter are 
closed, but at the east have generally re- 
sumed earlier than was expected, and 
numerous, though small orders, mainly 
for medium or low priced guods, make 
upa@ fair aygregate of business. Ship- 
ments from the east for’ two weeks of 
July have been 152,298 cases, against 148,- 
755 last year. 

The output of pig iron, which dropped 
from 10,210 tons ‘to 62,517 weekly in May, 
because of the miners’ strike, had only re- 
covered to $5,950 tons July 1, and it is un- 
} certuin whether it is larger now, for nu- 
merous western works have been stopped 
by the railroad blockade. 

The decrease in the failures exhibited 
last week is followed by good returns for 
July thus far. Reported liabilities in the 
first fivedays were only $811,657, though 
mail delay kept back some western re- 
turns, The number of failures during 
the past week has been 287 in the United 
States, against 374 last week, and in Can- 
ada 49, against 25 last year. 


Newsboys on Strike. 

Boston, July 14.—The newsboys of the 
city resolved to boycott the Herald and 

Globe because they charged higher rates 
than other 2-cent papers. As a result 
these papers were uot handled last night, 
and boys seen with a Herald or Globe 
were promptly set upon and their stock 
in trade torn to fragments. A mass meet- 
ing of boys was held last night and at its 
close the boys marched to the Herald and 
Globe offices in a body and created a small 
riot, which the police finally quelled.

The 
attempt to dispossess himself of the imped- 
ing United States currency was futile for 
Silva. The commissioners could not take 
judicial cognizance of such an unfair ad- 
vantage. 

The application for the poor debtor oath 
is authorized by the United States Revised 
Statutes, and so long as Silva is found upon 
court examination to have more than the 
$20 which is exempt, Dedham jail will be 
his abiding place in the absence of the 
payment of the court fine, 

Silva was taken back to Dedham jail. 
Possibly he may sometime in the future 
apply and successfully take the oath. His 
chances for relief are somewhat blunted, 
however, by reason of the exposition made 
today that he has $22, as to get rid of this 
sum in a legal and proper manner is very 
hard for a man who is confined in jail 
without any apparent need of the necessi- 
ties of life.

HICKOK AND SHELDON’S WORK 


The Redeeming Feature In the 
Field Games, 


LONDON, July 17.—Yesterday afternoon, 
atthe Queen’s club, West Kensington, 
therivalchampions of Yale and Oxford 
universities came together for the first 
liternational track and field tournament 
ever held among collegians. 

The British public took an extraordi- 
nary interest in the contests and flocked 
to the enclosure in thousands, while it is 
hardly exaggeration to say that every 
American in England was on hand to 
root for the plucky sons of old Eli, 

The program agreed upon included 
nine items, consisting of four running 
evente atstandurd distances up to one 
mile,a hurdle race, broad jump, high 
jump, putting the shot and throwing the 
hammer. 

The games opened with the 100-yard 
run, for which Oxford had entered G. 
Jordan, university, and C. B. Frye, Wad- 
| ham college, against Ashley Pond, Jr., 
jand G. F. Sanford, Yale. Frve was in 
}buperb condition, although rumor cred- 
|ited him with a lame heel. Jordan was 
more fancied by the Oxford men on the 
| strength of his defeat of Frye last March. 
The flyers got away toa good start midst 
| breathless excitement. Frye was into his 
stride like a flash and running strongly 


on his clubmate, Jordan. Sanford 
proved the faster of the Yale pair and 
| finished a close third. Frye won bya 
| foot, and there was half a yard between 
| Jordan and Sanford. Pond was fourth.

AT THE CAPITOL, 


Appropriation Bills Disposed Of—Tariff | 


Conference—Cleveland Endorsed, 

WASHINGTON, July 17.—Two more ap- 
propriation bills—the legislative, execn- 
tive and judicial, and the District of Co- 
lumbia—were disposed of by the senate 
yesterday. The agricultural appropria- 
tion bill was also considered, aud was on 
the point of being passed, but there were 
several individual amendments left to be 
considered. The anti-option bill was re- 
ferred to the committee on agriculture 
and forestry, and the conference report on 
the military academy appropriation bill 
Was agreed to. 

The Democratic members of the tariff 
conference committee adjourned earlier 
than usual, and the situation at the time 
of adjvurnment was that the conferrees 
were far from an agreement and that 
within ashort time a disagreement would 
be reported to the senate und house. Tbe 
guestion which has been agitating the 
members seems to be just what kind of 
report to make, but the impression 
seemed to be that it would be ona general 
disagreement, with perhaps some of the 
main points specified. 

The house, by a vote of 125 to 27, 
adopted a resolution offered by Mr. Mc- 
Creary, endorsing the action of the presi- 
dent and the administration in suppress- 
ing lawlessness in connection with the 
strike.

‘Assessments for Metropolitan Park 


Reservations Delayed. 
WHAT ARE PLANS PROPOSED ? 


The Park Commissioners Unable to 
Give the Information, 


Quincy was represented Monday at the 
hearing of the commissioners to apportion 
the Metropolitan park assessments by 
Mayor Hodges and City Solicitor Blackmur. 

There was a large array of legal talent 
present, most of the cities and towns being 
represented and also the Metropolitan 
Park Commission, 

Felix Rackemann, for the latter, outlined 
the case stating that the question involved 
is one of taxation and sinking funds, since 
the act of 1893 contemplates the establish- 
ment of sinking funds, to which the cities 
and towns affected are to contribute, and 
which will in the course of 40 years reim- 
burse the State for its expenditures now. 
The scale and proportion of assessments 
remains fixed after being settled for five 
years, whatever the requirements in the 
matter of appropriations now unforeseen 
by the park commission may be. He 
pointed out that by amendment this year 
of the act of 1893 there is no limitation 
placed upon the amount that may be ex- 
pended by the park commission in the 
acquirement and preservation of the park 
system in the metropolitan district. 

The provisions of the numerous statutes 
under which the park commission exercises 
its authority, namely, the original park act 
of 1893, the boulevard act, the Revere 
Beach act and the Charles River act, were 
explained. By the first $1,000,000 was 
appropriated, a considerable portion of 
which has been spent; by the boulevard act 
of 1894, $500,000 was appropriated under 
which nothing has as yet been done; the 
same is true of the $500,000 appropriated 
by the Charles River act, while the amount 
appropriated by the so-ca!led Revere Beach 
act, $500,000, was simply an addition to the 
original $1,000,000 given and was not to be 
spent specificaily for the improvement of 
Revere Beach alone. 

He explained that the park commission 
had done certain things under the park 
act, but that nothing could be definitely 
forecast as to what lands are to be taken in 
the future, or as to the prospects of the 
ultimate cost even of those already taken. 
He admitted that the problem to be solved 
by this board is a much more difficult one 
than that which confronted a similar board 
which a few years ago assessed the cost of 
the construction of the metropolitan sewer 


upon the municipalities affected. 

City Solicitor Blackmur, in common with 
most of the solicitors who spoke, urged an 
adjournment of the hearing for several 
months, until plans and specifications 
could be submitted by the Metropolitan 
Park Commissioners as to all the takings 
and the proposed boulevards. He consider- 
ed it unfair to all, to apportion the assess- 
ments now. In the case of Quincy the 
land taken was in the outskirts, from three 
to six miles from City Hall, and in the 
quarry region. With a bouleward making 
it assessible, it would be one thing, but 
otherwise quite another, 

The solicitors were anxious to learn 
whether the cost shall be assessed propor- 
tionate as to population, valuation or upon 
the basis of actual and direct benefit to the 
several cities and towns. These are the 
questions involved. Whether a city or 
town which has no park within its limits, 
should be obliged to pay an equally propor- 
tionate part of the expenses of the metro- | 
politan park system with those cities and 
towbs which are directly affected by their 
territory being directly contiguous to the 
park system, so that values will be bene- 
fited, 

One suggested that it may turn out that 
the simplest and most just way of settling 
this matter will be to consider this whole 
district as one great metropolitan city so 
faras park purposes are concerned, and 
assess the expenses upon the basis of valu- 
ation or population, but there was some 
objection to this, 

It was urged that there could be no 
harm and no delay of any embarrassment 
in postponing this hearing, because the 
state treasurer will not send out his war- 
rants calling for the contributions of the 
cities and towns before next June anyhow. 
Meantime there will be an Opportunity for 
this matter to mature and for the com. 
mittee to lay out some more definite 
scheme,

HISTORIC STONE. 


Old Zig-Zag Road in North Quincy Recalled 
by Discovery of Old Mile Stone. 


An old mile stone was unearthed at 
Norfolk Downs this week which is quite 
valuable as a relic. The stone, which isa 
solid block of slate, was found on Lunt 
street, and at a distance of a few feet would 
readily be taken for a headstone of a grave.

PHILADELPHIA, July 18.—The most dis- 
graceful scene ever witmessed on the base- 
ball grounds in this city, and which 
finnily terminated in a riot, occurred in 
the game between Philadelphia and Bos- 
ton. Tucker had his cheek bone broken 
by a blow, and several other Boston play- 
ers were roughly handled. 

The game was a‘close apd exciting one 
from the beginn!ag, and at the end of the 
seventh inning the score stood 2 tol in 
Boston’s favor. At this juncture the 
weather became threatening, and it 
looked as though there might be a down- 
pour of rain at any moment. 

The home team went in, and by hard 
hitting scored seven runs inthe eighth 
inning. Afterthe seven runs had been 
scored, the Boston players began throw- 
ing the ball about the field and jumping 
out of the way of easy ground hits, evi- 
dently playing in the hope that rain 
would stop the gameand give them the 
victory. 

Umpire Campbell,

WASHINGTON, July 18.—A surprise was 
pprung upon the senate yesterday which 
blocked the hitherto rapid progress on 
the appropriation bills and almost pre- 
vented the immediate passage of the ag-

The consideration of this bill was prac- 
tically completed Monday, aud the bill 
seemed on the eve of being passed when 
Mr. Hansbrough offered an amendment 
appropriating $1,000,000 for the destruc- 
tion of the Russian cactus or thistle. 

It was immediately laid before the sen- 
ate yesterday, when the agricultural bill 
Was aguin taken up. A point of order 


made against it was decided in the nega 


tive by a vote of the senate. The amend- | 
ment consumed the remainder of the day, | 
and led to considerable discussion. It 
was adopted by a vote of 27 to 24. Several 
unimportant bills were passed early in 
the day 

The house passed the Bailey voluntary 
bankruptcy bill bya vote of 127 tol 
without debate. Thé remainder of the 
day was devoted to business reported 
from the judiciary committee. Only two 


bills, however, were disposed of—one to 
create an additional circuit judge, for the 
eighth judicial circuit, and the other 
making United States railroad corpora- 
tions, for the purpose of jurisdiction, cit- 
izens of the states through which they 
pass or into which they go.

Lonpoy, July 18—The Yale athletic 
team were entertained by 175 members of 
the American colony in London at a 
supper at the Criterion restaurant last 
night. Ambassador Bayard presided, 
and Patrick Collins, United States const! 
general, acted as vice president. Propos- 
ing the toast of the evening, Mr. Bayard 
dwelt upon the community of language 
and origin of the Oxford and Yale teams. 

No Englishman having sympathy with 
America, he said, could but view with the 
keenest interest the crossing of the At- 
lantic ofa handful of average American 
youth totry their hand in the old coun- 
try with the skill aad vigor begotten ina 
new land. The visitaes came to the cen- 
ter, struck the shield of the strongest and 
entered the lists against those of the 
highest renown. In contests, friendly 
and vigorous, simple and sincere, who- 
ever won, won by qualities that ougat to 
win. It was especially a fair field and 
no favor. Continuing, he said: 

“J think that in such a wave of youth- 
ful humanity as has reached England 
from the United States, in the ingenuous, 
true and single-hearted youth of both 
countries lie the hopes of that manhood 
andl justice without which the forms of 
government are of but little use. The 
visitors will not leave England in despair. 
They are resolved to come and try again 
in greater force, and hoping for greater 
success.”’

It was about 10 o'clock Wednesday 
evening when the police were notified that 
F. H. Crane & Sons grain store was oD 
fire. *

smashed in the window and saw a canvas 
bag blazing on a pile of grain. He secured 
a bucket of water which he dashed on to 
the flames and by that time the apparatus 
from the central station arrived and the 
fire was extinguished with trifling loss. 

An investigation after the fire showed 
that the bag referred to was satuated with 
kerosene and had evidently been pushed 
through a broken light of glass in the side 
window and lighted, for Officer McKay 
says that when he arrived there one of the 
lights in the window was broken, 

As usual, when Box 26 is sounded, a 
large crowd soon gathered. 

That the fire was the work of incendiaries 
there can be no doubt, as several people 
saw three men hanging about the building, 
and then again the bag that was on

Editorial Comment,

Resolutions of Labor Men. 
Boston, July 19.—The People’s party of 
the state of Massachusetts assembled in 
Arcade hall yesterday. The state ticket 
nominated was as follows:

After the convention was called to or- 
der by Henry R Legate, chairman of the 
atate committee, Dr. P. P. Field ot Boston 
was unanimously made chairman of the 
day and W. E. Everson of West Hanover 
secretary. 

E. G. Brown made a speech upon the 
question of platform—the point which 
he insisted upon being that the only rem 
edy for the evils heaped upon labor by 
capital isto be found in the ballot box 
and in voting for candidates of the Peo 
ple’s party. Mr. Brown concluded 


by the representatives of the labor organ- 
izations of Massachusetts, and moved 
that they be adopted asthe platform of 
this convention. 

The principles in these resolutions, 
briefly stated, are set forth in the follow- 
ing propositions: The abolition of all 
bonds of issue, and that the government 
shall issue money direct to the people;

4as Caused Some Smarting on Demo- 
cratic Backs. 


KEY TO THE TARIFF POSITION 


Is Still Held by a Small Coterle 
of Senators. 


WASHINGTON, July 21.—The fight 1s on. 
The gauntlet has been thrown down, and 
ho one can predict what is to be the out- 
come of the contention between tbe two 
houses. 

The belief is now very general that the 
| house will not yield to thesenate. The 
belief is equally strong that the senate 
will stand firmly by the position which 
they have taken. In other words, that 
the Gorman-Brice-Smith-Camden com- 
bination will never yield, and that the 
production of Cleveland’s letter will de- 
feat the purpose of those who produced it. 

The publication at this particular time, 
it is believed, will have the effect of 
widening the breach that already existed. 
It will unquestionably strengthen and re- 
assure those who advocated the original 
Wilson bill. But that it will convince or 
placate the authors of the senate bill is 
| Inconceivable. 

It is admitted that the little coterie of 
Democratic senatcrs hold the key to the 
position; that no tariff legislation can 
pass that does not meet their approval. 
They took that position early in the con- 
troversy, and have repeatedly announced, 
and they now announce again, that it 
must be the senate bill or nothing. 


Can They Hold Out ? 


Will the little band of Democratic sen- 
tors maintain theirinfluence over the 87 
Democratic senators who yielded to them 
in the first instance? Will the 87 still 
| continue to stand together now that they 
know the position of President Cleveland 
and his administration on the pending 
tariff legislation? Will they persist in 
| their attitu le? 

The Democratic senators generally, as 
did also the Republicans, felt sure that 
the lower house would finally rather 
|yleld thanto have no tariff bill Now, 
| however, the sitnationis changed. The 
president has touched a tender spot in 
the Democratic creed concerning tariff re- 
form, which they not only promised but 
pledged themselves tothe peopleto se- 
}cureinthe event that success crowned 
their efforts. 

Will there be any tariff legislation at 
the present session? The concensus of 
opinion among distinguished observers 
here and also among the Republican 
minority in both houses is that the tariff 
billisin greater peril now than it has 
been at any time since congress as- 
sembled, and that what was once merely 
difference of opinion as to public policy 
has been crystallized into asentiment of 
personal vindication and self-defense, 

Tariff legislation, as aruje, is a matter 
of concession and compromise, and in 
| that lightit can be approached with dig- 
nity. Transformed into matter of dis- 
| cipline and coercion, it bristles with every 
form of difficulty. 

South and West Satisfied. 


Many of the Democratic senators regard 
the publication of the president’s letter as 
amounting to an accusation against those 
who framed the bill, and, in fact, 
every senator who voted forthe amended 
measure. Many prominent Democratic 
representatives in the south and west now 
take the position that they can go to 
their constituents and make a better and 
| more suc cessful contest for re-election in 
their present attitude than to yield to the 
| dictation of a few Democratic senators 
who are endeavoring to secure the passage 
of a tariff bill which, in the judgment of 
a large majvrity of their party, is little 
better than the McKinley bill. 

The senate is now the focus of public 
attention. The gage of battle which 
has been flung intothe arena was taken 
| up and will be contested to the bitter end, 
|Itisevident from the indignation mani- 
| fested, and the tone of their conversation 
lamong their friends, that the Gorman 
| combination is smarting under the sting 
| of the presidential lash. 


Sesterday’s Debate, 


Emphatic as were the declarations on 

the Democratic side of the senate cham- 
ber yesterday, and important and inter- 
esting as the proceedings were as a whele, 
there was nothing in them to definitely 
| mark the situation with reference to the 
| tariff bill. 
When the senate adjourned, after five 
| hours of exchange of views on the part of 
Democratic senators, the senators ex- 
pressed themselves as being as much at 
sea as when the day’s session began. 

While all of them confessed the futil- 
ity of an effort to outline the future of the 
bill, in view of the expressions of the 
day, they dic not, asa rule, hesitate to 
express their individual views. These 
were of different and varied shades, rag- 
| {ng all the way from a prediction that an 
lamicable understanding would be 
| reached before the meeting on Monday to 
the defeat of the bill. There was no effort 
on the part of Democratic senators to 
conceal the fact that the adjournment 
| till Monday wastaken for the purpose of 
making an effortto bring the diverging 
| elements of the party together. 

There is no doubt that Monday will be 
| mainly devoted by a large element in the 
party to cause Senator Vilas to withdraw 
| his amendment to the sugar schedule 
| providing for a recession by the senate 
} from tbe portion of the sugar schedule 
|

of the senate which provides a differential 
duty of 1-8 cent a pound on refined sugar. 
The intioluction of this amendment by 
the Wisconsin senator waa the one event 
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of importance yesterday bearing upon the | 
fate of the bill. 

Fhe amendment, if it should prevail, 
would strike the bill in what the mem 
bers of the finance committee believe | 
would prove to be a vital part, and they | 
will exhaust all their resources to have it 
withdrawn. Itis generally believed at 
this time that ifa vote is taken upon the 
amendment iu any shape it will prevail. 
Yhe temptation is strong with many 
Democrats to take this course, and the 
only thing that will restrain them is the 
fear of the defeat of the bill if it should 
carry. 

In the House, 

Half adozen bills were passed in the 
house without opposition or debate. One 
was the bill providing for consular inspec- 
tion of immigrants and that every immi- 
grant entering the United States must 
exhibit a certificate of fitness signed by 
the consul of the port from which he 
sailed. 

Another was a bill inspired by the 
troubles between the state officials of 
South Carolina and the United States 
courts over the collect@on of taxes from 
railroads in the hands of receivers, which 
strips the United States courts of control 
inthe matter of state, county and mu- 
nicipal taxes, 

A third important bill revises the whole 
system of the appointment of Uuited 
States commissioners, making the term 
of office limited, materially scaling down 
their fees and providing that arrested 
persons shall be brought before the near- 
est commissioner for settlement. 

Most of the day was devoted to the dis- 
cussion of the resolution to amend the 
constitution by taking away from con 
gress authority over the election of United 
States senators,and empowering the states 
to prescribe the times, places and manner 
of holding elections for senators. No vote 
was reached.

Ordnance Sergeant’s Awful Error Will 
Cost Him His Life. 

SAVANNAH, July 21.—An explosion of 
400 pounds of loose powder at Fort Pu- 
laski fatally wounded Ordnance Ser- 
geant William Chinn, seriously injured 
Mary Washington and set fire to the fort, 
causing intermittent explosions of fixed 
ammunition and doing much damage to 
the fort. 

Sergeant Chinn went into the store 
room to do some work. In this room 
were 400 pounds of powder anda lot of 
fixed ammunition. Chinn took a handful 
of powder from one of the open casks, wet 
it at the pump and ignited itin the mid- 
dle of the room to drive out the mos- 
quitos. In carrying the handful of pow- 
der from the cask day after day he had 
left a train of dry powder from the mid- 
die of the floor right uptoit. Assoon as 
he had ivnited the powder it ‘burned 
along the train, and Wie aw ppanaver™; 
ploded, 

The storeroom, where the fire started, 
was adjoining the magazinue,in which were 
stored two tons of powder. There was a 
five-foot wall between, and 32 casks of 
powder were hurriedly taken out. Within 
2U0 feet of the fire wece 500 pounds of dy- 
hnamite, which, in case the magazine had 
blown up, would have exploded from con- 
cussion. As it was, however, only the 
southwest.orn rof the fort was damaged. 
Two of the casements were burned out, 
andthe roof overhead was destroyed by 
the constant bursting of shells.

| A Providence Contractor Suffers the Loss 


of Valuable Animals, 

PROVIDENCE, July 21.—Frank M. Slavin, 
a wealthy contractor of this city, bas an 
enemy who is making life unbearable for 
him.

‘SATURDAY'S STORM. 


—_—— 


A Great Many Fine Trees Seriously 
Disfigured. 


LARGE BRANCHES IN STREETS. 


One or Two Houses Also Struck but 
None Set on Fire 


The storm in Quincy Saturday was un- 
usually severe while it lasted. 

About 1.30 the atmosphere suddenly 
changed and the roar of the thunder and 
the sharp flash of the lightning made the 
timid shake with fear. Flash after flash 
followed in quick succession each seeming 
}to be more severe than that preceding it. 
Then the gates of heaven seemed to open 
and it hailed and rained ip torrents, the 
streets being turned into minature brooks. 

With the rain there came a heavy wind 
which worked havoc while it lasted. 

In the vicinity of Elm, Bigelow and 
Canal streets they got considerable of the 
fury of the wind. A large tree on the ten- 
| nis grounds was struck and large branches 
| blown from several others, A magnificent 
tree on the estate of Mr. John S. Williams 
lost its principal branch which fell partly on 
the house causing some damage. Elm 
street was strewn with branches. 

The roof of James M. Cleverley’s house 
}off North street was lifted off and carried 
some 15 or 20 feet. 

The large house on the opposite side of 
the street owned by Henry H. Faxon and 
occupied by James Mattie was struck by 
lightning, the bolt going down the gutter, 
which is lined with zinc, throwing pieces 
| of zinc into the next yard. 

Box 32 was struck and one round was 
sounded on the fire alarm circuit at 1.51. 
The central station apparatus responded 
quickly but was immediately sent back. 
| Chief Engineer Williams received a severe 
shock when he opened the box. 

Two or three electric cars were burnt out

DIPLOMATS IN IGNORANCE 


As to Whether War Has been Declared 
Between China and Japan. 


Lonpoy, July 28.—Regarding the re- 
port that war has been declared between 
China and Japan because of the differ- 
ences between the two powers in regird 
to Corea, no official dental or confirma- 
tion of the report could be had at the 
Japanese legation. 

‘The latest information received at the 
| Chinese legation was to the effect that 
10,000 Chinese troops had started for 
Corea. Japan had rejected the proposals 
| made by the British minister, although 
the latter had counselled a peaceful set- 
tlement of the dispute. The Chinese 
government thereupon declared that un- 
less the Japanese troops were withdrawn 
from Seoul and Chemulpo China would 
break off the negotiations. The officials 
said they discredited the rumor that war 
had been declared. 

A telegram from Yokohama states that 
the acceptance by Corea of the reforms 
proposed by Japan is conditional upon 
the withdrawal of the Japanese troops 
from Corea. The Japanese government 
was surprised at this firm stand, which 
ie supposed to prove that Chinese influ- 
ence is paramount in Corea. Inthe d:- 
rect negotiations between Tokio and 
Pekin, China has so far ignored the 
Japanese counter proposals.

THE COTYON INDUSTRY 


Does Not Appear to Be Thriving In the 
Pine Tree State. 

AUGUSTA, Me., July 23.—From statisti:s 
collected Ly S. W. Matthews, state com- 
missioner of labor and in‘iustrial stat s- 
tics, itis seen that the condition of the 
cotton industry of Maine, July 1, showed 
| a general cut in wages, only two mills re- 
porting the old rate. Eleven per cent 
was the average reduction in working 
hours and the reduction in working force 
| 9percent. Pay rolls show a reduction in 
| gross earnings of 30 per cent. 

Returns received from 42 woolen 
show that eight mills were idle July 
throwing 1391 out of employmeg*; 13 
other mills were running suort crews, 
and of the whole working forve 88 per 
cent are now idle.

3 WASHINGTON, July 23.—All interest in

Senator Gorman is slated for a speech, 
and those who arein his confidence say 
he considers that the president’s letter is 
directed largely at himself, and that his 
utterances will show hisresentment.

There is still much uncertainty about 
the power of Senator Vilas’ motion to 
hold its position, notwithstanding the 
fact that those who oppose it hold it to be 
clearly out of order. The best advices in- 
dicate that when the chairrules it out the 
ruling will be sustained, but this will de 
pend largely upon the Republican votes, 

If the motion should be declared out of 
order there will be an effort to renew it in 
another form, possibly by amending Sena- 
tor Gray’s motion to recommit the bill to 
the conference committee withont instruc- 
tions. It now appears quite certain that 
the advocates of the motion will exhaust 
all parliamentary resources to have in- 
structions given asimplied by the mo- 
tion. Ifthey should not succeed in this 
there would then bean effort made to 
pass Senator Gray’s motion tosend the 
bill back to conference without instruc- 
tions, under which arrangement the con- 
ferrees could recommend the striking out 
of thesugar differentialif they should 
see fit. 

With the tariff bill disposed of in whate- 
ever way, the senate will take up the sun- 
dry civil and general deficiency appropri- 
ation bills, if they shall be reported from 
committee. These are the only bills 
which the senate has not passed upon. An 
effort will be made by the committee to 
have the sundry civil bill ready to sub- 
mitto the senate early this week, It 
will carry a large number of changes 
and is liable to cause considerable debate 
when taken up. 

For the rest there is a long calendar 
awaiting the attention of the senate. 

House Forecast, 

The program inthe house this week 
will depend largely upon the tariff prob- 
lem, to which all present arrapgements 
must give way. Today is District 
of Columbia day, and Tuesd ty, and per- 
haps Wednesday, will be devoted to the 
tonsideration of the Moore-Funston con- 
tested election case from the second Kan- 
sas district, from which Moore claims the 
election by 1364 votes, and Funston, the 
sitting member, by 81 votes. The ma jor- 
ity of the committee, however, reported 
in favor of Moore, and Funston will un- 
doubtedly be unseated, despite the minor- 
ity report in his favor.

Cleveland were not only aware of the con 
cessions made in that bill to procure its 
passage through the senate, but that Mr. 
Carlisle had been consulted at every step

Boston, July 24.—The New England | 


weather service issues the following 


weather-crop bulletin for the week ending | 


July 24, 1894: / : 


A long, serious drought, with the last | 


few days the hottest of the season, and 
ending with heavy and damaging 
thunder showers, tells the story of the 
weather for the past week in central New 
England. The 20th was the hottest day 
of the season in most central counties, and 
fields aul crops were badly scorched by 
the sun. 

The heavy thunder shower of the 21st 
and the rain «uring the same uight and 
on the early morning of the 22d were con- 
fined mostly to southern New Hampshire 
and Vermont, northern Connecticut and 
all of Massachusetts except in the ex- 
treme s@mtheast; it was heaviest on the 
coast north of Boston. At Nantucket 
the fall was only a trace. At Block 
Island, R. L, not aqgneasurable amount 
fell, and at Kingston, R. 1, only .07 inch. 
In Connecticut the amount varied from 
.0l inch in the extreme south to nearly an 
inchinthe north. At Ipswich in north- 
east Massachusetts 1.56 inches came and 
at Boston 113 inches. At Newton, just 
over the line in New Hampshire, only .58 
inch of rain fell and at Sanbornton in the 
central part of the state it was only 33 
“ ch with 25inch of thaton the 221. At 
Northfield, Vt., the fall was .10 inch, and 
at Eistport, Me., .0l inch. The deficiency 
at Eustport since Jan. 1 is 15 inches. 

Nothing is suffering in the northern 
counties; the drought has been temporar- 
ily relieved in central districts, but in 
the south it continues with damaging ef- 
fects.

A DECIDED SETBACK. 


ANSWER FILED BY DEFENDANTS 


Not Sufficient to Refute the 
Charge of Contempt. 


CnIcAGo, July 25.—D-ebs and the other 
officers of the American Railway union 
met with a decided reverse yesterday in 
their fighe against the prosecution for 
contempt in the United States court. 
The court decided that the answer filed 
by the defendants is not a sufficiint r ply 
to the charge of contempt, and the motion 
of their attorneys that they be discharged 
was overruled. 

The court will now hearthe evidence 
of the governmentto sustain the con- 
tempt charges, and the defendants will be 
given the opportunity to produce evi- 
dencein their defense. 

The argument in the case was finished 
shortly before & o’clock yesterday after- 
noon, and the decision of the court was 
anuounced by Judge Woods after he had 
eonferred fora few minutes with his col- 
league, Judge Grosscup. In substance, 
Judge Woods said: 

“The main ‘point alleged is that a con- 
tempt case like this is a criminal pro- 
ceeding, and the motion is to discharge 
the respondents on the ground that their 
answer denying the contempt is conclu- 
sive. It istrue that a procedure like this 
is criminal technically, but not essenti- 
ally. It isan incident in the main case in 
equity under the bill filed by the govern- 
ment. Nocase has been cited here in 
which the federal courts have sustained 
the proposition put forward by the at- 
torneys for the respondents. 

“If anything should bappen to change 
our minds during the further course of 
the case, the defendants will have the 
benefit of the change. Aas it is now, we 
are content to rule that the answer is not 
complete. As the case is to be further 
examined, it is well that all questions be 
kept as free as possible from opinions 
from the court, and we will not give any 
extended opinion.” 

To Go On With the Case. 

Judge Woods then asheou cus allorneys 
in the case to state how long it would re- 
quire to bear the evidence on the charge 
of contempt. As he did not wish to re- 
main in the city, he suggested that the 
matter be referred toa masterin chan- 
cery to take testimony. The suggestion 
met with the favor of the counsel for the 
defense, but the lawyers for the govern- 
ment opposed it. Mr. Milchrist said the 
evidence for the government could be all 
presented in a day at the most, while Mr. 
Gregory suggested that the case be given 
to a master, with orders to report in 30 
days. 

The court finally decided to go on with 
the case today, with the understanding 
that if it did not make rapid progress it 
might be sent to a master at any time. 

During the discussion Edwin Walker, 
special counsel for the government, made 
the suggestion that it was within the 
power of the defendants to end the 
trouble by declaring the strike off. They 
are still in contempt, he said, and the 
government isin possession of informa- 
tion that the injunction is still being vio- 
lated. 

Judge Woods said that if there are 
further violations of the injunction, @ 
supplemental information can be filed 
and the guilty parties will find them- 
selves in a much worse position than 
they would otherwise be in. Attorney 
Gregory denied that it wasin the power 
of his cilents to declare the strike off, or 
that uny trouble that exists on the rail- 
roads is within their control. With that 
the subject was dropped. 


The Meigs Company Wins. 

Boston, July 25.—The Meigs bill for 
rapid transit in Boston was endorsed by 
the voters by a vote of 15,492 to oneof 
14,214, a majority of 1278 in favor of the 
bill. The day was damp and dismal, and 
the voters, especially in the ‘swell’ 
wards of Boston, did not turn out in any 
tremendous numbers, while the other 
wards, known in the vernacular as the 
“lower five,” voted in goodly numbers 
for the bill. The Meigs company will be- 
gin building at once.

LoxpDon, July 2% — Carl Swiers has 
written a letter to The Standard, in 
which he announces that he is in receipt 
of advices from Norway that leave little 
doubt thatthe Wellman Arctic expedi- 
tion is lost. 

Experienced skippers, just returned 
from the Spitzbergen seas, express the 
same opinion, and Colonel Fielding, who 
accompanied Captain Nares’ Arctic expe- 
dition in 1875, shares this belief. 

The Pall Mall Gazette is in receipt of 
advices from Tromsoe, all confirming the 
general belief in the fate of the expedi- 
tion. 


WALTER WELLMAN, 

Arctic skippers report that the flow of 
pack-ice and its density this summer 
would prove irresistible to any vessel, 
however strong. They believe that the 
Reagnvald Jarl has been crushed in the 
ice, and express the belief that there isa

Upon atable in the 
professor’s quarters was found a letter 
containing bitter reproaches against Well 
man, whom he accused of having left 
himin the lurch. Weliman, according 
to Professor Oyen, promised thata man 
should stay with him and = share his 
frightful solitude. But, it appears, at the 
last moment Wellman decided that a 
man could not be spared, and so the pro- 
fessor had to be content with the com- 
pany of bis faithful dog. 

The Saide also reported that Professor 
Oyen was so badly provisioned when he 
was found that his early death was a 
matter of certainty. Butin spite of his 
sufferings and the certainty that death 
was hovering over him, the professor re- 
fused to be taken off Danes island, insist- 
ing upon remaining there, faithful to his 
trust, even though death was the result 
of his continuing at his post of Arctic 
solitude. 

The Saide, however, left a quantity of 
provisions with the profess°r and also 
presented him with some medicines, of 
which he stool in great need. Thus was 
Professor Oyen left in company with his 
brute frien’, probably to die on Danes

OYTZRLOADED ELEVATOR 


Falls Five Stories In a New York Brew- 
ery With Fatal Results, 


New York, July 25.—The drumshaft 
of a grain elevator at Clausen & Price’s 
brewery snapped in two yesterday after- 
noon, and the loaded elevator plunged 
down five stories. Three men were in- 
stantly killed and two others seriously 
injured 

Six men were engaged in piling up 100- 
pound sacks of meal on a 10x10 freight 
elevator which is erected in the center of 
the brewery building. The elevator rans 
from the fifth fleor to the basement. 
These men had to take the meal from the 
first floor to the washhouse in the fifth, 
Under the platform, the elevator and 
across the shaft, two heavy beams were 
placed, on which the elevator rested. 
These beams were to prevent any jarring 
as the men threw the heavy sacks of meal 
on the platform. 

Twenty-five bags were piled up. Then 
five men jumped on top ef the bags, and 
the elevator with its load was startci to- 
ward the top of the building. The sixth 
man bad gone back to get another sack, 
and as hereturned with his burden he 
saw the elevator moving upward. 

The five on the elevator shouted deri- 
sively at him. He looked up the shaft, 
and as he did so there came a crackling 
sound and a loud crash. The elevator 
had dropped like a massive bit of lead, 
the two great beams across the shaft 
which a minute before bad supported the 
platform were crushed like matchwood, 
aud the elevator car with its load dropped 
to the cemented basement and shook the 
building. 

Of the five men on the loaded elevator 
car, two were found dead. All layina 
heap together. The broken sacks had 
thrown out mounds of meal, which were 
quickly dyed with blood. The dreadful 
concussion had killed Boes and Karl in- 
stautly. Schmeider wus still breathing, 
but died a few minutes after he had been 
dragged out of the wreck.

No Further Display of Heated Oratory 
In the Senate. 


NO DEFINITE LINE OF POLICY. 


Another Conference Will Be 
Held on the Tariff Bill. 


WASHINGTON, July 26.—The proceedings 
in the senate yesterday were tame to the 
point of weariness. The Democratic man- 
agers maneuvered so as to prevent any 
further pyrotechnic display until the re- 
sult of the attempt to get together at the 
caucus Was ascertained. 

Mr. Caffery completed his speech, begun 
Tuesday, but said nothing of a sensa 
tional nature, and Senators Hanton and 
Daniel of Virginia took occasion to ex- 
plain that they were not among those 
Democratic senators who had demanded 
concessions as the price of their support 
of the bill, the former announcing him- 
self, however, in favor of a revenue duty 
on coal, iron and sugar. 

Just before the senate went into execu- 
tive session, Mr. Quay gave notice of 
three amendments to the pending mo- 
tions of Mr. Vilasand Mr. Gray that the 
senate recede from the whole sugar 
schedule in two instance, and from the 
one-eighth differential in favor of refiners 
in the other. In this way each motion 
will be complicated by a direct vote on 
the sugar schedule. 

The senate committee on territories, in 
ordering reports upon bills for the admis- 
sion of Arizona and New Mexico, have 
amended them soas to provide for the 
fins] admission and representation in con- 
gress at the same time as Utah. 

The day in the house was given up to 
the consideration of general pension bills 
and a pumber were passed. Several bills 
of local interest were passed and the con- 
ference report of the legislative, executive 
and judicial apprepriation bill was agreed 
to. 

Decision of the Caucus. 

The senate will accede to the request of 
the house for another conference on the 
tariff bill, and its conferrees will return 
to the meeting with those of the house 
untrammelled by any specific instructions 
whatever. This was the conclusion of 
the Democratic senatorial caucus, which 
adjourned sine die Jast evening aftera 
two-days’ sitting. 

While the caucus did not commit itself 
to any definite line of policy inso many 
words, the conferrees feel, with their re- 
spective colleagues, that they understand 
what a majority of them desire, and they 
believe this to be that they shall stand 
substantially for the senate bill. 

This is not the individual preference of 
many, nor perhaps of a majority of the 
Democratic senators, but it represents the 
opinion of most of them as expressed in 
the caucus as to the only practical course 
open to the Democrats who think that 
the present congress must pass a tariff 
billofsome kind, whether it be what 
they prefer or not. 

In other words, the result of the caucus 
just closed is the reascertaining of what 
was known when the three days’ confer- 
ence closed last March, that it is imprac- 
ticable to pass any tariff bill through the 
senate which does not meet the demands 
of the so-called conservative senators and 
the Louisiana senators. 


Jarvis’ Resolution Prevails, 


It became evident soon after the caucus 
convened yesterday that the resolution of 
Senator Jarvis to send the bill back to 
couference without instructions was the 
only course open to the caucus. 

The other propositions presented were 
those of Senator Vilas and his friends, 
one of which provided for instructions to 
the senate conference to recede from the 
one-eighth of a cent differential on refined 
sugar without any other change in the 
sugar schedule, a duty of 45 per cent ad 
valorem without any differential, and 
that of the conservatives to instruct the 
committee to stand by the senate amend- 
ments. 

Senator Vilas and twoor three other 
senators opposed the latter course, and 
the conservative senators declared abso 
lutely and emphatically that they would 
not accept the Vilss propcsition to re 
cede from the differential, even though 
the ad valorem should be increased to 45 
percent or any othersum within reason. 
Senator Smith declared that such a 
change meant the shutting down of the 
refineries in his state, the throwing of 
thousands of men out of employment and 
a general disturbance of industrial condi- 
tions such as he could not contemplate 
and would not accept. 

Louisiana Senators’ Position, 


The Louisiana senators indicated a 
willingness, as they had previously done, 
to accept the substitution of 45 per cent 
straight. The proposition did not, how- 
ever, meet with general favoras the wisest 
course to pursue, in view of the hos- 
tility of the New Jersey senator and those 
who acted with him, and in view of the 
fact that several senators who stated that 
they agreed with Mr. Vilas in his opposi- 
tion tothe Sugar trust as a matter of 
principle, advised in favor of the cess. 
tion of all efforts to give formal instruc- 
tions. 

There have been few secret conferences 
from which so many conflicting reports 
emanated, ani it was apparent that each 
senator took away au understanding to 
suit himself as to what implied instruc- 
tions the conferences were under. Some 
felt that the senate bill would be adhered 
to, others that the main point of differ- 
ence, the one-eighth of a cent per pound 
en refined sugar, was to be eliminated, 
aud perbaps a new sugar schedule pre- 
sented. 


QUINCY DAILY LEDGER. 
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But from those senators who have been 
managing the bill the statement came 
with forceful emphasis that upon the 
main propositious upon which the house 
differed—sugar, coal and iron ore—there 
could be no change from the senate bill 
when it was returned from conference. 
One thing which every one felt assured of 
was that 43 votes could be counted on to 
send the bill back to conference. 

The action of the senate caucus was re- 
ceived with much satisfaction by mem- 
bers of the house, and throughout the 
evening they gathered at the public cen- 
ters and discussed the prospect of a 
speedy settlement. Mr. Springer said 
that the caucus action would be readily 
accepted by the house, asthe point had 
been reached when the house wanted a 
bill without any fagither wrangle over the 
details. 


WRIGHT’S ASSISTANTS. 


Kernan and Worthington te Aid Ia in- 
veatigating the Chicago Strike, 

Wasnineton, July <6—The president 
last night appointed John D. Kernan of 
New York and Nichelas E. Worthington 
of Peoria, Iils., to act with Laber Com- 
missioner Carroli D. Wright in the pregi- 
dential commission to investigate th 
Chicago strike. 


CARROLL D. WRIGHT. 


Mr. Kernan is a well-known lawyer in 
Utica, N. Y., and a son of ex-United 
States Senator Kernan. He has beena 
thorough student of labor questions and 
bas written several important contribu- 
tions on this subject. He was appointed 
one of the railroad commissioners of New 
York state by Mr. Cleveland, then gov- 
ernor, but finally retired and entered into 
the practice of law in New York city. Mr. 
Kernan presided at the anti-snapper con- 
vention in 182. 

Nicholas F. Worthington is at present 
judge of the circuit court for the central 
district of Illinois. He has served several 
terms in conyress, and wasthe immedi- 
ate predecessor of Colonel Post, the pres- 
ent representative from the Peorla dis- 
trict. He is prominent, and, it is said, ad- 
mirably fitted to take part in the pro- 
posed investigation.

Receiver Ward's Big Job. 

Kansas City, July 26.—Henry C. Ward 
has been appointed receiver of all the 
property of John J. Mastin & Co, in Mis- 
souri, Kansas and Colorado, worth $3,500,- 
000. The debts of the firm aggregate 
€800,000. The petition for the appoint- 
ment was filed by the widow of John J. 
Mastin. She makes charges of gross mis- 
management against Thomas H. Mastin, 
brother of the deceased. 


Three Strong Candidates. 

MILWAUKEE, July 26.—The Republican 
state convention was unable to selecta 
eandidate for governor yesterday, the 
force of the leading candidates—Upham, 
Schofield and Haugen—making a hard 
struggle to win over the straggling vote 
and break into each other ranks. The 
convention took five ballots last evening 
and then adjourned until today. 


An Alleged Letter Thief. 

New HAveN, July 26.—Frederick D. 
Ingham, a mail carrier connected with 
the postoffice in this city, was bound over 
to the United States district court yester- 
day for trial on the charge of robbing the 
mails. lngham’s method was to open let- 
ters from the street boxes and take the 
money.

CHANGE OF TACTICS. 


Debs and His Officers Finally Con- 
cluded to Furnish Bail. 


CONTEMPT TRIAL POSTPONED. 


Defendants’ Counsel Creates a 
Sensation in Court. 


CHIcaGo, Jaly 26.—Debs, Howard, Keli- 
her and Rogers, after a lengthy confer- 
ence with their attorneys, decided yester- 
day afternoon to give bail. Since their 
commitment to jail the prisoners have re 
fused several offers, but because of the 
continuance of the hearing until Sept. 5 
decided to change their tactics. William 
Skakel and William Fitzgerald appeared 
as bondsmen and the four men were re- 
leased. 

The contempt case in the United States 
court was abruptly adjourned till Sept. 5 
on account of the sickness of the govern- 
ment counsellor, Edward Walker. At 
torney General Miller pleaded that the 
case of the Atchison railroad be allowed 
to proceed, but Judge Woods said he did 
not care for two bites of the cherry, and 
postponed both cases. 

Attorney W. W. Erwin, counsel for the 
American Railway union officers, caused 
& sensation in the proceedings by vio- 
lently assailing the government officers 
and indirectly attacking the court. 

Judge Woods Got Excited. 


During his speech, which was delivered 
shortly after the adverse decision of the 
court on the defendants’ motion to quash 
the information against the prisoners, 
Judge Woods was visibly excited, and 
although retaining control of his anger, 
showed his suppressed excitement by his 
trembling hands and agitated expression. 

Mr. Erwin asserted that in cases of 
injustice the power of the people, back of 
the government, reverts to the people, 
and as he spoke his tall frame quivered 
with excitement, his gestures were wild 
and his voice rose almost to a shriek. 

Beginning his speech with a review of 
the troubles leading up to the strike, Mr. 
Erwin declared that the railroad had en- 
tered into a conspiracy to sustain the 
Pullman company in the latter’s fight 
with theiremployes. The court must de- 

%e the supreme question, he said, 

‘her the men were not justified in re- 
sen such a conspiracy when the courts 
were... ent regarding it. 

“Such a conspiracy did exist,” he said, 
“and the courts and officers of the gov- 
ernment gave no redress. The question 
is whether the people are sovereign oF 
whether they have delegated all their 
powers to combinations of wicked men 
and to representatives who are asleep. 
Had not the men a right to resist this con- 
spiracy of the railroads to sustain Pall- 
man in his inhumanity and illegal acts?”

Captain Hart's Generosity. 
RUTLAND, Vt., July 26. — The Hart 
Memorial hall and library at Walling- 
ford was dedicated yesterday. The dedi- 
catory address was delivered by Edward 
Temple, A. M., of Rutland. A memorial 
tablet, inscribed to the soldiersof the 
civil war from the town, was unveiled, 
with addresses by J. C. Baker and Rev. 
Edwin M. Haynes. The memorial hall

‘WATER EXTENSIONS. 


Mayor Hodges Tells Why More 
Money Should be Appropriated. 


But There Seems to be a Question as 
to Legality of Further Appropriations 


The communication of Mayor Hodges to 
the City Council Tuesday evening, endors- 
ing the request of the Water Board for an 
additional appropriation for extension of 
mains, was as follows : 

E. W. H. Bass, Esq., President of City 
Council. 

Sir:—I enclose a communication from 
the Board of Water Commissioners calling 
attention to the need of further extension 
of the water pipes of the city. I have 
given the same my careful attention and 
have come to the following conclusions, 

Ist. There are many people in the 
settled parts of the city who bave been for 
a long time trying urgently, but unsuccess- 
fully, to have the water put into their 
houses. In case the pipes are extended 
into their neighborhood, an immediate in- 
come from water rates will result, which 
will exceed the interest on the cost, as the 
current rate at which the city can borrow 
is very low. Better protection against fire 
will also be afforded. 

Zod. I am satisfied that there is a posi- 
tive necessity of furnishing work for many 
of the unemployed. ‘The Granite business, 
the main stay of our city, has not yet 
shown the expected recovery from depres- 
sion, the summer is rapidly passing by and 
winter is approaching. A considerable ex- 
tension of the water pip? would provide 
labor for those who are anxious to work, 
and would be of great benefit indirectly to 
all our citizens, Nearly all the money 
paid out for labor will remain here and 
will circulate from band to hand. 

3ed. In addition to the fact that water 
pipe is very cheap at present, I have be- 
come convinced that the labor lately em- 
ployed by the Commissioners has been of a 
better class than that of other years, and 
that more work is being done for the same 
money.

PROSPICTS IMPROVED 


For a Peaceful Settlement of Trou- 
bles In the East. 


CHINESE TROOPS REACH COREA. 


Their Landing Not Opposed 
bv the Japanese. 


SHANGHAI, July 26.—It is reported here 
that the 12,000 Chinese troops which left 
Taku on July 20, for Corea, conveyed by 
eight gunboats, have landed in Corea. 
The gunboats escorting the transports 
having these troops on board had instruc- 
tions to fire upon the Japanese if the 
latter obstructed the landing of this 
army. The other troops which left Foo 
Chow for the Loo-Choo islands are also 
said to have safely reached their destina- 
tion. 

Itis stated that if the report of the 
landing of the Chinese troops, unopposed, 
is correct, the prospects of a peaceful set- 
tlement of the disputes between China 
and Japan are improved, as the Chinese 
fleet of transports and gunboats could 
scarcely have escaped the vigilance of the 
Japanese war vessels if the latter had 
been preparing to oppose the landing of 
the Chinese forces. This is said to show 
that Japan is now amenable to the coun- 
sels of the treaty powers. 


Business Paralyzed, 

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, July 26.—The 
whole country is ina ferment. Business 
is at a standstill. The troops and the} 
goveroment’s civil employes are unpaid. 
It is impossible to move troops. Presi- 
dent Zelaya, after conferring with the 
British miuister, is said to have arranged 
a settlement of the international difficul- 
ties and to have secured money for the 
most pressing demands of the govern-

Battle Near at Hand, 

Port Limon, July 26.—Chief Clarence 
is preparing to attack the Nicaraguans at 
Bluefields under General Cabezas. The 
Mosquito Iudian chief has rejected all 
overtures mude to him by the Nicara- 
guans who are trying to persuade him to 
submit to their domination. Clarence 
says be and his followers are determined 
to die rather than submit. The Indians 
are better armed than the Nicaragugns, 
aud their numbers increase daily. 


Deputies Got Excited, 

PARis, July 26.—There was a wild scene 
in the chamber of deputies during the de- 
bate on the government’s anti-anarchist 
measures when M. Jaures moved an 
amendment to assimilate as abarc hists 
ministers, senators and deputies accept- 
ing brives. The Jaures awendment was 
eventually rej cted by a vote of 264 to 222, 

Intrigue In Morocco, 

TANGIER, July 26—Advices from Fez 
are to the effect that the sultan has 
caused the arrest of another of his 
brothers, Muley Omar, and the members 
of his suite. The prisoners are charged 
with conspiring to depose the sultan and 
eeize the throne 


Traffic Prohibited, 

VIENNA, July *<6.—Cholera is rapidly 
spreading in Galicia, especially in the 
western district of Cracow and in the 
eastern district near the Russian frontier. 
Traffic across the frontier has been pro- 
hibited.

LoNDON, July 26.—Advices from Trom- 
soe, Norway, state thatthesteamer W n jj 
ward, having on board Frederick Jackson 
and the members of his north polar expe 
dition, bas passed that place.

NORTON’S BIG FIRE 


Started In a Wox Factory and Eventu- 
ally Burned Over Two Acres of Land. 
NoRTON, Mass., July 27.—Fire broke out 

yesterday in the three-storied wooden 

building owned and occupied by A. H. 

Sweet & Co, asa box factory. Owing to 

there being no water system in the town, 

#@ bucket brigade was formed, but which 

proved totally inadequate, and the build- 

ing was razed to the ground within 30 

minutes,

In Christian Paths. 


EVENTFUL CAREER IN AMERICA. 


Education Gained by Perse- 
verance and Pluck. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., July 27.—Prince 
Besolow, aged 26, son of the late King 
Abmah ofthe Vei tribein Africa, who 
was converted to Christianity and fled the 
Dark Continent to Europe to escape the 
wrath of his people, has been notifled of 
his reinstatement tothethrone. Hesa{led 
today from New York onthe steamship 
Lucania for England, where he will visit 
Queen Victoria, and deliver a course of 
lectures before going to Africa. 


PRINCE THOMAS BESOLOW, 
Sesolow’s father was a great trader. In 


1876 be sent his son heir to the coast to 
learn the English language that he might 
' as interpreter with other traders, 
While there the boy met American mis- 
sionaries and was converted to Christian- 
ity by Rev. M. L. Roberts. The father 
died broken-hearted, and the Liberian 
government appointed Ahmah’s brother, 
the throne, 

The Boy Came to This Country 
and after a course of private tutoring en- 
tered Wilbraham academy. At the be 
ginning of his junior year the coloniza- 
tion society notified the prince that they 
decided not to educate any more 


they advised him to return to Africa. He 
nd worked his way through 
the academy by doing chores and giving 
lectures. In 1802 be entered Williams 
college. Five months ago he came to 
this city, since which time he has spoken 
nauy chur 
teceatly he was notified that his uncle 
had lost his influence over the tribe, and 
that his country was impoverished by in- 
ternal wars. The people are clamoring 
forthe young prince to return. He ac- 
cordingly decided to go. His first pur- 
pose is the Christianizing of his people, and

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TANDEM KITE FLYING. 


| Malay Tailless Kite Experiments Begin 


Today at Blue Hill. 

Here’s something new for the boys, and 
the LEDGER expects to see kites flying tan- 
dem in this city within a week. William 
A. Eddy of Bergin Point, N. J., is on Blue 
Hill and announces the first of a series of 
experiments with kites to begin today, to 
obtain the directions of air currents in 
this vicinity as compared with Bergin 
Point. 

The Malay tailless kites, which are used 
are especially made for the purpose of 
reaching a height of 5000 feet, with kites 
of from 10 to 24 inchesin diameter. These 
kites are flown tandem, one above another, 
and are all held from one line at the eartb, 
aud, since they are tailless, there is no en- 
tanglement of one string with another, 

The tendency of the string to sag is 
checked by tbe addition of other kites 
which exert great lifting power owing to 
their almost vertical string, which for 
about 100 feet leads from the main line up 
to each kite. 

In this way, using large kites, from two 
to six feet in diameter, an attitude of 5460 
feet was reached with nine kiles flown 
from one line at Bergen Point on Nov. 7, 
1893. 

An attempt is about to be made to attain 
an altitude of 5000 feet with small kites at 
Biue Hill, and if this sueceeds then this 


} small tandem line will be sent aloft at Ber- 


gen Point in advance of the large kites 
which 5460 feet in November, 
thus making a total height of 10,090 feet, 

The lighter cord and smaller kites are 
flown aloft first, and the heavier cord and 
larger kites near the earth's surface, The 
object of these experiments is Lo so perfect 
the system of tandem kite flying that self 
recording meteorological instruments can 
be lifted to a great height.

Forest Fires Causing Much Suffering 
In Portions of Minnesota. 


RAILROAD BRIDGES DESTROYED. 


Homesteaders Forced to Flee 
From Furious Flames, 


ASHLAND, Wis., July 28.—Forest fires 
are producing great suffering and loss 
throughout this vicinity, and railroad 
companies have never before experienced 
such damage from fires. On the Wiscon- 
fin Central oud it is impossible to move 
trains. Pbhiilips, a manufacturing town 
of 2000 people, ts totally destroyed by fire. 

A dispatch from Fifield, a small station 
a few miles this side of Phillips, says that 
500 women and children from Phillips are 
in the woods there without shelter. They 
sent a request for food and supplies, as 
the supply at Fifield is very short. The 
train that started from here last evening 
wees obliged to return, as bridges are 
totally destroyed a few miles south. Com- 
munication with Fifield is now shut off, 
aud it is feared that that town is also on 
fire. 

Along the Omaha line the fires are 
Raging With Terrible Fierceness, 
alittle village eight 
miles west of Asbland, was destroyed yes 
terday. Not a building remains standing, 
and the homeless families were brought 

to Ashland 

The railroad near this place 
were destroyed, and yesterday afternoon 
a fast Omaha freight and 16 loaded cars 
were entirely burned. Both the engineer

ON ITS WAY NORTH. 


Wellman Explering Expedition Probably 
Escaped Pack-Ice, After All—“All on 
Rvuard Well and Full of Hope.” 


Lonpon, July 28. —Carl Siewera, the 
Norwegian Arctic enthusiast, last night 
Beceived a telegram from the captain of 
the Erling, a Norwegian sealer, which ar- 
rived yesterday at the Island of Tromsoe. 
The captain of the sealer said in his dis- 
patch that near Amsterdam island the 
Erling spoke the Ragnvold Jarl, the 
steamer which is conveying the Wellman 
or American Arctic expedition to the 
edge of the pack-ice. 

The Ragovald Jarl, in reply to signals, 
asked to be reported at the nearest place 
the Erlin touched at, saying that all was 
well on board. Thesignal from the Ragn- 
vald Jarl was; “Please report nearest 
touching place. All well on board Ragn- 
vald Jar! and full of hope.” 

The Ragnvald Jarl, the captain of the 
Erling telegraphed, had been beset by 
pack-ice, which had delayed her progress 
considerably. But, the sealer captain 
added, Wellman and his party were then 
free of the pack-ice, and they should now 
be well on their way to the north pole. 


BACK TO BRIDGEWATER, 


Firebug Wright Is Captured In a Freight 
Car at Brockton, 

BROocKTON, Mass., July 28.—Louis A. 
Wright, the young firebug who escaped 
from the state farm at Bridgewater a few 
days ago, was caught here yesterday. It 
appears that he had been about Brockton 
several days, but as the police did not 
have a description of him, he was safe so 
loug as he did not betray himself. 

It was while Wright was engaged in 
waiting fora friendJwho promised him 
money that one of the night officers of the 
Brockton potice force observed him, and 
instead of standing his ground and braz- 
ening the matter out, ashe might have 
done, Wright tried to hide ina treight 
ear. The officer was more persistent than 
Wright thonght he wouid be, and he 
hunted until he found the culpit bid- 
den in onecorner of the car. He told 
the story about being there in waiting for 
a friend, and gave his name as Lewis, and 
his stopping place as the Commercial 
House. 

His yarn was so weak, however, that 
the policemen would not believe him, and 
took him to the police station, where he 
detained him, when he was recognized as 
Wright, and when he was charged with 
being the fugitive from the state farm he 
admitted his identity. The farm authori- 
ties were notified and Wright was taken 
back to his old quarters.

WITH GREAT EFFECT, 


Japanese Made a Determined Attack 
Upon Chinese Transports — Nothing 
New Learned at Washington. 
SHANGHAI, July 28 —The Chinese trans- 

ports sunk off the Corean coast by Japan- 
ese guns belonged to the fleet of 11 
steamers which sailed from Taku on July 
20 with 12,000 troops. The fleet left Taku 
under an escort of gunboats. The ma- 
jority of the transporte proceeded slowly 
with the gunboats, while the faster ones 
steamed at fall speed, so as to land their 
troops as soon as possible. 

On the transports which arrived first 
at the Corean coast were afew hundred 
soldiers from the army of the north. 
Most of the force, however, consisted of 
coolles with inferior firearms, oy merely 
bows and arrows. The attack upon the 
steamers by the Japanese, which took 
place last Wednesday, is described briefly 
inadispatch just received from Naga- 
paki. 

The firing was commenced by a Japan- 
ese shore battery when the Chinese were 
trying to debark theiy men from the first 
steamer. A cruiser steamed up and 
opened fire on all transports which were 
laying to to discharge their men. The 
Chinese were unable to make any effect- 
ual resistance. They were thrown into 
great confusion, and many jumped over- 
board to escape the hot fire, under which 
two transports suff-red severely. 

WASHINGTON, July 28.—It is understood 
that pressure has been brought to bear 
npon Chinaand Japan from several dif- 
rections to leave their difficulties to the 
United States, and that this will probably 
succeed, although not until much bad 
blood that now exists between China and 
Japan is spilled 

Up to the close of effice hours the state 
department was without any formal no- 
tice of a declaratlon of war between China 
and Japan, and so far as could be learned 
the only telegrams bearing on the situa- 
tion in Asia was the cable dispatch from 
Captain Day of the Baltimore announcing 
that the Japanese held the Corean king 
captive, and that he had landed marines 
to protect the United States legation at 
Seoul

Editorial Comment, 


A CORRESPONDENT of the Parrior of 
today would improve Fountain square near 
the First church by widening Saville street 
to seventy five feet. Just how this will 
improve Washington street is not appar- 
ent, but it would appear as if somebody 
had designs on Temple street. He would 
have the Quincy Point cars run on the 
north of the church tothe depot via Saville 
street, and says ‘‘this plan would enable 
us to discontinue the track on Temple 
street, which would then have no advan- 
tage to justify its remaining.’’ If the only 
traffic was between Quincy Point and the 
depot, as he assumes, it might work well, 
but the business men of City Square would 
hardly endorse it. They want the Quincy 


Point people brought into the Square, and | 


the street railway will do what it can to 
help Quincy rather than Boston, 

We are getting away from the subject, 
but the best plan in the interests of local 
tradesmen would be for all the street cars 
to make a circuit in the Centre, say through 
Hancock, Elm and Washington streets. 
This would take not only the West Quincy 
people through Hancock street, but also 


the Quincy Point people, the Atlantic and 


Wollaston people, and the Hougbs Neck 
people. The cars from Quiucy Point could 
tun direct via Washington street as now 
and return via Hancock and Elm streets 
and all the other cars could go around the 
circuit in the same way: The West 
Quincey cars coming through Elm and 
Washington and returning by Hancock ; 
the Atlantic and Houghs Neck cars through 
Hancock and returning through Elm and 
Washington, This would take all car pat- 
rons by all the principal stores, the banks, 
public library and Hancock hall, and on 
Sundays the churches, and would be 
greatly appreciated. 

To come back to the subject it would be 
rather expensive to widen Sayville street, 
and what would it accomplish? The 
scheme to close the driveway 
the church and fountain would probably 
be revived, but even then with no better 
success, Washington street in front of 
the street railway building must be widened 
to its fullest extent. The order now before 
the City Council to curb a small oval plat 
southeast of and contiguous to the fountain 
will accomplish all that is necessary for a 
smallsum, It will make the locality much 
more attractive, which is the aim sought, 
and will also widen Washington street as 
needed.

Friday's Experiments.

The wind in the morning was blowing 
from 12 to 25 miles an hour, and had the 
tendency to drive down the kites instead 
of elevating them, but a height of 360 feet 
was reached. 

Toward night, when the wind had de- 
creased in velocity, the experiment was 
repeated, and the top kite of a tandem of 
four reached a height of 550 feet. Several |

CHINESE FLEEING. 


They Consider Themselves Unsafe In 
Japau—The Recent Naval Battle. 

YokouaMa, July 30.—An imperial edict 
has been issued calling out the army and 
navy reserves. The Chinese residents of 
Japan are greatly alarmed at the threat- 
ening outlook, and are fleeing from the 
country in large numbers. 

At Tokio the conviction is growing in 
official circles that the Chinese negotia- 
tions are simply a pretext in order to gain 
time to allow China to concentrate her 
forces and making a combined attack on 
the Japanese. Reliable information bas 
been received at Tokio that the main 
body of the Chinese army crossed the 
northwestern fron‘ier of Corea on July 25. 
Further firing on Japanese ships on the 
Corean coast is reported. 

The Chinese official account of the re- 
cert engagement between Chinese and 
J*panese warships says that the Chinese 
ironclad Chen-Yuen, which is one of the 
largest vessels of her class, retreated to 
Kotsea and escaped capture by the Japan- 
ese. The latter, the report adds, captured 
adispatch boat and sunk a transport. 
Six other transports eseay ed. 

On the same day the naval engagement 
took place the Japanese troops ashore at- 
tacked the Chinese at Asan. No details 
of the attack have been received. 

The British twin screw cruiser Por- 
poise has sailed to protect the British at 
Che-Foo on the Shan-Toong promontory, 
a health resort for foreigners. The prin- 
cipal division of the Chinese re-enforce- 
ments sent from Tacu has reached its 
destination safely. 

Advices from Seoul by way of Shanghai 
show that upon the refusal of Corea to 
accede to Japan’s demand that the Chi- 
nese troops be sent out of the country the 
Japanese advanced on Seoul. After 
a short encounter, in which the Coreans 
were defeated, the Japanese occupied the 
royal palace. The King of Corea there- 
upon asked the foreign representatives to 
intervene. 

Advices indicate that the Japanese at- 
tacked the Chinese troops who landed at 
Asan from the transports that escaped 
from the Japanese warships. 

It is added that China has prohibited 
the exportation of rice and grain. ‘Tor 
pedoes have been laid in the north chan 
neland the entrance of the Yang-tse- 
Kiang river. The Chinese government is 
buying war material freely.

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THREE MISSING BOYS 


Found Stifled to Death In the Little 
Closet of a Caboose. 


30, 


A SPRING LOCK HELD THEM IN. 


Chose a Fatal Spot to Hide 
From a Policeman. 


HARTFORD, July 30.—Raymond, 9, Le- 
roy, 7, and Freddie, 4, the children of 
James Ganion, a locomotive engineer, 
who have been missing since Thursday 
afternoon, when they went to bathe in 
the Connecticut river, were found dead 
yesterday in the closet of 


caboose, standing on a side track, not 303 Men’ $ Russet Bals. 


feet from their home. 

After numerous searches for two days, 
Chief of Police Bill had ordered the 
freight cars and _ railroad property 
searched, and twopolicemen were drawn 
to the caboose yesterday by the smell of 
decomposing flesh. In the trainmen’s 
closet, shut by a spring lock, they found 
the three bodies entirely nude and badly 
decom posed. 

At the autopsy nothing was found to 
indicate violence. The condition of the 
lungs indicated 

Death by Suffocation, 
and the absence of effusion and other 
marks about the neck precluded the 
suspicion of strangulation. : 

The theory is that the little fellows ran 
into the car to hide from a passing po- 
liceman Thursday afternoon, and that 
the door of the closet swung te and 
caught them in with the spring lock. The 
closet is five foot high and its floor space 
is 28 by 15 inches. 

It is impossible that the little boys 
could have lived long in such a confined 
space, and the doctors say they became 
unconscious in 15 or 20 minutes, and that 
they did not live more than 50 minutes 
after the door was locked on them. 

The day they left home an older brother 
had just for the public bath 
house to goin swimming. Raymond, the 
oldest of the three boys who disappeared, 
asked his mother if he could go along.

CRUMBS OF COMFORT 


For the Tariff Bill Conferrees en 
the House Side. 


A STRONG OUTSIDE PRESSURE 


Senators to 
Make Some Concessions. 


WasHINGTON, July 31.—For the first 
time since the tariff bill has been in con- 
ferencethere were signs of wavering in 
the strong line that has stood behind the 
senate bill. 

“Senate bill or no bill’? was repeated 
during yesterday, but less frequently and 
with less emphasis than heretofore. The 
only explanation for the brief confer- 
ences yesterday-is the fact that the house 
conferrees feel that the situation is chang- 
ing in their favor. 

There are many reasons advanced to 
show that this statement has good foun- 
dation. It is known that the mails and 
the telegraph are bringing to the Demo- 
cratic senators urgent appenls to pass a 
bill “which will not favor the trusts, and 
which will bein line with the demands 
of the party platform.” 

In fact, these requests upon the senators 
are endorsements of the positions of the 
presideut and the house inthe main 
points of difference.

Milton's Police Telegraph. 

The new police telegraph system of the 
town of Milton, which will go into com- 
mission Wednesday, is an up-to-date sys- 
tem, complete in all its details. The system 
used is the Gamewell and it has all the 
latest improvements. 

It consists of about sixty miles of wire, 
divided into four circuits and twenty call 
boxes. At the central station is a hand- 
some oak receiving board upon which are 
the annunciator drops, relays, ringing keys, 
automatic receiver and telephone. 

In each box there is a telephone and a 
small dial from which calls can be s@nt in 
fora quick wagon, slow wagon, telephone 
and four numbers for officer’s reports, 

When an officer opens a box he moves a 
pointer to the kind of message he wishes 
to send in and pulls a iever, and in an 
instant it is recorded at the central station 
on the automatic receiver, together with 
the box number and the time the call came 
in. 

When a citizen desires to send in a call 
he puts in his key and turns it, and a call 
is recorded for the quick wagon from that 
box. 

Each citizen’s key is numbered and after 
he has given a call he can not remove the 
key until the arrival of an officer. 

When the Chief of Police desires to com- 
municate with any officer he simply turns 
a lever at the station on the officer’s cir- 
cult and the minute the officer opens his 
box a bell commences to ring which notifies 
the officer that he must communicate with 
the station immediately by telephone.

| nine to three feet in diameter were com-

The nine-foot kite was constructed by 
| Mr. Willard Ferguson of Blue Hill Obser- 
vatory, and is, so far as known, the largest 
Malay tailless kite ever made.

THE TREATY WITH RUSSIA. 


Self Respect Demands That the United 
States Should Abrogate It, 

Senator Turpie introduced a joint res- 
olution declaring that it is no longer to 
the interest of the United States to con- 
tinue the treaty ratified with Russia last 
April and that notice shall be given 
to the emperor that the treaty shall ex- 
pire at the end of six months, the term 
prescribed in its text to precede nullifi- 
cation by either signer. 

The immediate cause of the introduc- 
tion of the resolution is refusal by Rus- 
sia to permit American citizens of He- 
brew faith to travel or sojourn in that 
country. We cannot tolerate this as- 
sumption by an absolute despotism of 
the right to discriminate among Ameri- 
can citizens to the advantage of some 
and the injury of others. 

There are clauses in the treaty which 
should have rendered it obnoxious to 
the senate and executive of the United 
States, who ought not to have approved 
it. It was approved under the illusion 
that in the Bering sea controversy, then 
unsettled, ratification of the treaty would 
insure for us at Washington Russian 
friendship desirable in the adjudication 
of the fisheries question. 

No matter what the fallacy under 
which its ratification was effected it was 
offensive to the people of the United 
States, who did not submit to it the more 
Willingly because of an implied but im- 
proper and irrelevant argument or con- 
sideration for its ratification. We gain- 
ed nothing at Paris by the treaty. We 
were not entitled to gain anything by it. 

So long as Russia continues an ab- 
solute despotism, so long as human 
rights in that country are utter ly at 
the mercy of official caprice in the high- 
est ranks and svbject to the corruption 
or malice of officialdom in the lower 
planes, it ill be comes a free people to 
enter into any compact beneficial to 
Russia and discreditable to the institu- 
tions of democracy. 

Russia has treated us with open con 
tempt in violating the articles of the 
treaty guaranteeing to all American 
citizens equal rights within her domain. 
As she has herself broken an essential 
part of the treaty, it is demanded by 
self respect that the United States shall 
abrogate the instrument altogether and 
Without delay. —Chicago Herald. 


Why Few Murder Tria!s In Loston. 

Considerable curiosity has been arous- 
ed by the statement that the Corchidi 
Case 1s the first murder trial in Suffolk 
county 1n 10 years. It seems that there 
have been many murders in the county 
within the period mentioned, but rather 
than go tothe expense of a trial the 
government has seen fit to accept the 
plea of guilty of murder in the second 
degree aud sentenced the accused on 
that, as it is believed that the ends of | 
justice are as fully met in this way as 
in trying the man on a charge of mur- 
der in the first degree and running the 
risk of failing to convict. Asa rule, 
juries do not like to bring in a verdict 
of guilty of murder in the first degree 
even if itisin keeping with the eyi- 
dence. —Boston Transcript.

The roof is slated with the best 
black slate, with clipped corners, making 
a@ very handsome roof. 

The interior is the main object of con- 
sideration and is simply elegant and is in 
correct keeping with a great refinement 
of taste and a high degres of wsthetic cul- 
ture, and while it requires a boldness to 
assert an honest preference for pine or 
ash finished in its natural color over the 
futile attempts at imitating walnut—as 
the crowning boast has been all black wal- 
nut—in this case the whole of the inside 
work is finished in natural wood, being 
filled. The pine is equal to maple, and 
black walnut is cheap in comparison with 
it. There are no moldings or paint on the 
interior. The doors and architraves are 
finished as shown in view of living room, 
the chamfers, sunk work, etc., being 
picked out in ebony. The mantels are of 
ash, also the sideboard, with ebony cham- 
fers, etc., the fireplaces being built of buff 
brick, with molded jambs. The toilet and 
bathrooms are finished in ash. 

The stained glass work introduced in all 
the windows above the transom is a new 
feature for this part, and one which is to 
become very popular in all domestic build 
ings from this time forward. 

Such houses erected in the suburbs of 
our cities would add very much to the 
value of the ground they stand on and

pay a handsome rate of interest on their 
cost, better than any other class of build 
ing investments, as the supply falls short 
of the demand. Business men and others 
wishing to reside out of the city need just 
such homes as this, and we wonder capi 
talists and real estate owners do not make 
money for themselves and others by erect 
ing such tasteful yet inexpensive suburban 
homes. 

In former times a house like this would 
be painted white, but we are glad to say 
that much improvement has of late been 
made in this respect, but unfortunately 
this taste for white, to a certain extent, 
still exists. It requires a nice and culti- 
vated eye to determine the colors most ap- 
propriate and effective for the exterior of 
a house, and it depends entirely on its size, 
form, style, etc. A good design may be en- 
tirely spoiled by the colors used in paint- 
ing, and the beauty of the landscape is 
often marred by a white house with green 
blinds. This cottage is painted an olive 
green, the trimmings being darker than 
the groundwork, and the chamfers and 
sunk work are picked out in bright red. 
The sashes are painted a dark yellow, giv 
ing the whole a most striking and effective 
appearance.

‘WEATHER AND CROPS 


Southern New England Is Suffering 
Severely From Drought. 


THE OUTLOOK FOR SECOND CROPS 


Very Dubious In Portions of 
Massachusetts. 


Boston, July 31.—The New England 
weather service the following

The week has been one of extreme heat 
in all southern sections, with a serious 
| drought inthe extreme south. At New 
| York city the rainfall has been only .04 
| inch; at New London, Conn., .06 inch; at 
Block Islund, R._ 1, .06inch, and at Nan- 
tucke , .14 inch; .31 inch fell at 
| Kingston, R.L; .38inch at New Britain, 
| Conn., aud .60 inch at Middleboro, Mass., 
but in some places all over this southern 
district not more than a trace came, while 
thesky has been almost clear and the 
heat @:tense 

Only about one-fourth inch fell in the 
Connecticut valley north of Connecticut, 
aud in most of Vermont. About three 
fourths inch fell in central and northern 
New Hampshire; from half aninch to 
one inch in most of Maine, and from one 
inch to over two inches in southern New 
Hampshire and along the coast from 
Portland to Boston. Theshower of the 
29th was particularly heavy in southern 
New Hampshire, and much damage was 
done by lightning and wind, with some 
hail. At Newton one-half inch fell in 15 
minutes. 

At Boston 2.80 inches of rain have fallen 
since July 21—more than fell in all the 
time from May 25 to July 20, 

Making Good Growth, 

Rain is needed in the vicinity of East- 
port and in southern Aroostook county, 
but forthe most part all crops are mak- 
ing extremely good growth. The hay 
crop being gathered fast with the 
bright sunshine; pastures are holding ont 
well. In places the oat crop will be bet- 
ter than was expected a few weeks ago, as 
they are heading out very well, but in 
others they are blighting and will not 
amount to much.

CHINESE DECLINED 


To Avail Themselves of Japanese Cour 
tesy—China Ordering Vessels. 
Loxpow, July 31.—It is stated that the 
owners of the transport Kow Shing have 
demanded damages from Japan through 
the English foreign office for the sinking 


of that vessel. 

Adispatch from Shanghai says that 
prior to the firing upon the Kow Shing 
the Japanese commander offered to take 
off the captain and crew of the transport. 
The captain, however, refused to accept 
the cffer. 

On the day following the fight between 
the Chineseand Japanese shipsa Japan- 
ese cruiser enceuntere@a Chinese iron- 
clad in the Prince Jerome gulf, near 
Yachan. The Chinese claim that their 
vessel was victorious and that the Japan- 
ese cruiser was taken off by her consort in 
a crippled condition. 

The Chinese government has ordered 
the construction of four torpedo boats by 
German shipbuilders. 

Within the last fortnight several prom- 
{nent merchants in the China trade have 
offered to sell tothe Chinese government 
a number of torpede boats, fast steamers, 
a quantity of heavy guns, about 400,000 
Mannlicher rifles, and an immense num- 
ber of cartridges, but at the time no at 
tention was paid to the offers. 

Some of these firms have been notified 
that their offers are accepted on the con- 
dition of immediate delivery. 

An order has been placed with a San 
Francisco cauning company for 15,000 
tons of canned beef for the same market. 
The Rio Janeiro, which sailed a few days 
ago from that port, took out a large cargo 
of flour, as did the two preceding steam- 
ers. 

Chinese merchants admit that their 
country is stocking up with provisions. 


GOVERNMENT THE VICTOR. 


Two More Whitewayites Must Give Up 
Legislative Seats In Newfoundland. 

St. Jonn’s, N. F., July 81.—Messrs. 
Emerson and McGrath, representing 
Placentia in the legislature, were un- 
seated and disqualified by the court yes- 
terday for corruption in public office. 
Both were adherents of Whiteway. Emer- 
son was speaker of the legislature. This 
is the first time in the history of a British 
colony that a speaker of a legislative body 
has been removed for such a cause. 

The charges against the two members 
included the unauthorized expenditure of 
public moneys with the connivance of the 
executive council, the carfiage of train- 
loads of voters to the booths so that they 
could vote on their side, and the treating 
of voters. It was shown by evidence that 
400 men were employed in the district 
making roads a few days before the elec- 
tion. 

The government is now master of the 
situation, and will call the legislature to- 
gether to enact revenue and indemnity 
bills, as no legal right exists to collect 
to the ex- 
piration of the revenue bill on June ll 
The people are now paying duties with 
out any obligation to do so. 


Colorado Still Turbulent, 

DENVER, July 41.—On account of the 
burning of railroad bridges and stations, 
United States Marshal Israel is preparing 
to send out more deputies to guard prop- 
erty of railroads in the hands of receivers, 
and soldiers will not probably be witb- 
drawn from the strike centers for many 
weeks yet.
